A Good Word for the Sparrow. 


There is little to be said in favor of 
the low-lived, squabbling, filthy little 
brown-coats, but they are fairly en- 
titled to all that. Thomas Meehan 
writes as follows, in the Practical Far- 
mer: 

Prof. Massey referred recently to the 
fact that be had noticed the Eoglish 
sparrow eating insects from his vege- 
table plants. The same thing I have 
often seen here. There are two Nor- 
way maple treee fronting my house, 
and time and again I have seen the 
sparrows going from twig to twig eat- 
ing the green flies which they found 
there. Three years ago, when the tus- 
sock moths were so numerous here, 
they formed cocoons in the crotches of 
trees, in which were the eggs for the 
next season. In my own trees the 
sparrows destroyed every one, not a 
moth was seen the next season. ‘The 
measuring worm, which annually in- 
fested the street trees of Philadelphia 
before the advent of the sparrow, has 
not been there since. The past summer 
when sitting near a window looking 
towards the garden, Mrs. Meehan called 
my attention to the sparrows. They 
were clinging to the trunk of a tree, 
several of them, evidently enjoying a 
feast, for they were feeding eagerly. 
I went out to see what it was they were 
eating and found it to be a lot of house 
flies, that were balf hidden under the 
rough bark. I have often seen the 
sparrows on the wing pursuing the 
cabbage butterfly.

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Crescent Street Obstruction. 


Editors Quincy Patriot: 

As I have expressed opinions as to 
the duty of the Commissioner of Public 
Works regarding the removal of the 
obstruction on Crescent street, which 
Opinions have been quoted in the press, 
I now desire through your paper to set 
forth my reasons for holding and 
pressing those opinions. In brief, my 
contentions are that the obstruction in 
question should never have been placed 


ex- 


on Crescent street; that the act of 
placing it there is not backed by 
authority which will stand the legal 
and logical tests; that therefore it 
should be removed; and that its re 
moval could not on any view of the 
situation ‘‘involve the city in costly 


litigation’’ or *‘ prevent further develop- 
ment’’ of the park system. 

Chapter 53, Sec. of 
Laws reads as follows: 


the 
‘*Any person 
may remove gates, rails, bars or fences 
which are upon or across 


Revised 


a highway, 


townway, or private way legally laid 
out, or they may be removed by a 
justice of the peace, unless they have 


been placed there to prevent the spread 
of a disease dangerous to the public 
health, or unless they have been erected 
or continued by a license of the county 
commissioners or by the selectmen or 
for the 


road commissioners or person 


for whose use such private way was 
laid out.” 

The above citation is the latest statu- 
tory enactment on the question bere in 
volved, and its meaning is unmistakably 
clear, It shows that when the authori- 
ties fail to act, any person may remove 


obstructions from highways unless they 


have been especially erected by author 
ity of city or town. 

Chapter 25 of the Revised Laws, un 
der section 15, states that ‘* a town may 
make contracts fur the proper exercise 
of its corporate powers and for the fol 
lowing discon 


purposes: laying out, 


tinuing, making, altering, and repair 


ing highways and townways and for 
material used and labor employed there 
on.’ The marginal notes of the above

In 
the Class Rooms we particularly noticed 
the novel treatment of the walls, which 
were a soft green above the blackboards 
to rest the eyes, and a deep red above 
the floor to make the room bright and 
cheerful with the bright new desks. 

We were shown teachers’ and princi- 
pal’s rooms and assembly hall which will 
be finished up at some future time and 
will make a very fine spacious room 
with its stage and ante rooms, Even 
as we left we were shown how the out- 
ride door if locked could be opened by 
a twist of the handle bolts in case of 
fire, and, as we walked leisurely home- 
ward we could not help thinking what 
au advance modern schoolbuilding had 
made since our day, and with all these 
conviences placed at their disposal how 
much more comfortable and happy the 
children of this generation should be.

Cape Catboats. 


A well attended meeting of the Cape 
Catboat Association was held Monday 
evening at the office of Commodore F. 
F. Crane of the Quincy Yacht club. 

President Ira M. Whittemore pre- 
sided. Additions were made to the 
constitution, with tbe aim of preserv- 
ing the type of boat available to race in 
the Capecat class of the Yacht Racing 
Association of Massachusetts. 

By an unanimous vote of the members 
present and the endorsement by verbal 
proxy of all the other owners, carefully 
drawn restrictions and specifications for 
boats to be built fur the cat class here- 
after, were adopted. 

These provided for boats of liberal 
freeboard, of the strict cruising cat 
type, with cabins of specified headroom 
in proportion to waterline length and 
titted with cooking and sleeping ac- 
commodations, 

Boats in the class must be not more 
than 27 feet over all, overbangs will be 
taxed and a percentage of them added to 
the waterline length for rating. Reverse 
curves in either buw or stern are forbid- 
dep, and no boat may have a blunt bow, 
scow form on deck, double rudders or 
bilgeboard. A full sot of scantling 
tables for a stout construction through- 
out. Sail plans must be moderate and 
shall consist of mainsail and jib only. 
Ballast must be inside. Only center- 
board boats are available. 

This legislation is the first ever adopt- 
ed in Boston bay for the building of 
Cape cats for racing. 

Reports received at the meeting indi- 
cate that five new boats will be built 
for the class, which this season num- 
bered 20 boats.

Schools Should be Considered. 


A Boston paper publisbes an inter- 
view with Mayor Ashley of New Bed- 
ford who serving his eleventh 
year, and seems to be as strong as 
ever.

‘‘IT am proud of the schools, proud 
of the streets, proud of the franchises I 
have got for the street railways and 
electric lighting and telephone compan- 
ies, the public parks and the contract 
for the New York,New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad to have the city do the 
work of eliminating the grade within 
its boundaries. ’’ 

Again when  retrenchments 
necessary, he said: 

‘*This last summer I have bad to let 
the grass grow in the parks and permit 
the streets to suffer from untidiness be- 
cause we had to retrencb, and I was 
determiad to economize where it would 
do the least harm. Certainly not ip 
the schools, and not in the police de- 
partment or the library. But, thougb 
the streets have not looked as well as 
they might, the sewers are all in good 
condition; if the parks are not velvety 
and turfed, still we have plenty of 
breathing places for the children.’’ 

Some years ago Quincy was foremost 
among the public schools of the State 
and Nation, but the financial policy of 
late bas had its effect, and the schools 
have suffered. The school issue should 
be made a prominent one in the coming 
municipal election. Quincy must have 
more accommodations for High school 
pupils; it must discontinue the use of 
the basement at the Coddington school ; 
it must build two or three full-grade 
schoolbouses; it must pursue a more 
tiberal policy toward tha public schools.

Fair Play. 


Editors of the Patriot: 

Will you kindly devote a few lines of 
your valuable space to the correction of 
a false rumor which seems to have 
gained currency, to the effect that, in 
certain recent cases of sickness which 
have resulted fatally in this vicinity, 
the patients either were tbemselves 
Christian Scientists, or had Christian 
Science treatment ? 

As neither of these suppositions is 
correct, it would seem but fair to all 
concerned that the fact should be made 
known; and itis witb this end in view 
that this statement is made, and not for 
the purpose of raising an issue as to 
the relative merits of Christian Science 
and other systems of treating disease. 

The value of Christian Science as 
a therapentical agency, like that of 
any other method, can be determined 
by fact alone. Therefore care sbould 
be taken, in dealing with such mat- 
ters, not to confound it with other 
systems with which popular thought 
is frequently inclined to associate it.

Joseph Maurice Sheahan, M. D. 


The Fellows of the Norlolk-South District 
Medical Society have heard with sorrow of the 
death of their associate, 
iad which cccurred on September 21st, 


Dr. Sheahan was borer in Braintree in 1853 
and moved to Quincy when achild. He was 
educated in the public schools of Quincy and 
the Boston Latin School. He attended Harvard 
College where he was awardid the Boylston 
Medal, and was graduated in 1573. He studied 
med.cine in Paris and was graduated with 
honor from the Ecole de Medicin in 1879. He} 
then settled in Quincy where he soon acquired a 
large practice. 


He was a skilful physician and surgeon, kind 
and courteous to his professional brethren and 
deeply beloved by alarge clientage in the City 
of Quincy and iu the surrounding towns. 


He took aa active interest in public sffairs 
and served with ability as a member of the 
School Committee and Board of Health and 
Staff of the City Hospital ot Quincy. 

He was a most indefatigable worker, and be- 
ing by nature of astrong constitution, accom- 
— a large amount of professional work; 

ut after a quarter of a century of continuous 
labor even his health at last succumbed, 
and he has been removed from us at the height 
of his usefulness. 


His professional brethern will ever remember 
him as the sturdy, conscientious, iodustrious 
| physician. His patients will mourn the ioss of a 
true and stead{ast friend as well as a skilled and 
trusted physician. To his family in this hour of

Charges Against West End. 


The Republican club of Massachu- 
setts got into the campaign ou Wednes- 
day. It held a meeting at its rooms, 19 
Milk street, Boston, and a committee 
prepared and issued an address direct- 
ing attention to the charges, and the 
investigation made, relative to the 
passage by the Legislature of 1890 of 
the act ‘‘to authorize the West End 
Street Railway Company to build 
elevated railroads,’’ Henry M. Whitney, 
the present Democratic candidate for 
Lieutesant-Governor, being then presi- 
dent of the corporation in question. 

To the voters of Massachusetts: 

An act ‘‘to authorize the West End 
Street Railway Company to build ele- 
vated railroads’? was before the Legis- 
lature in 1890, and was approved July 
2of that year. There had been sv 
much said about the methods by which 
the passage of this act had been secured 
that on June 12, 1890, the following 
order was passed by the House: 

O:dered : 
be appointed to inquire into the 
methods used for and against applica- 


tions for legislation conceruing elevated 
railroads. 


This special committee investigated 
the charges made by Mr. George Fred 
Williams against the West Eud Railway 
Company. The first charge was ‘‘that 
the West End Railway Company bad 
maintained a large corps of lobyists aud 
legislative counsel and made expendi- 
tures through them and its officers be- 
yond any legitimate purpose in secur- 
ing legislation,’’ and the committee re- 
ported that $24,798.62 was the amount 
of expense incurred for the purposes 
set forth in charge one. 

The committee found ‘that the tes- 
timony as tothe number of persons 
employed and as to the sums paid to 
them, or still remaining to be paid, in 
dicates to the committee that the West | 
End Company has made a bad practice 
distinctly worse. The committee can 
hardly believe that other applicants for 


legislation have spent such large sums} 


of money in endeavoring directly and 
indirectly to influence legislative action, 
or have bestowed their retainers with 
such a lavish hand.” 

Mr. Henry M. Whitney was president 
of the West End Street Railway Com- 
pany at the time of this investigation, 
and had been for two years and a half, 
ever since the road was incorporated. 

At this time, when the use of im- 
proper influences to affect the action of 
state Legislatures is so widely and just- 
ly condemned, is it well for Massachu- 
setts now to elect Mr. Henry M. 
Whitney Lieutenant-Governor, and thus | 
put the seal of her approbation upon} 
the methods which were employed to 
secure West End railway legislation in 
1890 when he was president of that 
corporation ?

To the citizens of Quincy: 

The undersigned has photographed 
over a hundred of the ancient dwellings 
of Quincy, and since beginning in 1900 
many of them have been torn down, and 
no likeness of them would bave been 
preserved.

In many cases no photograph is in 
existence, and as many people have the 
gift of drawing, a pen and ink sketch 
will be very acceptable, even if it may 
seem crude and to the 
maker. 

Also, I want the names of the families 
who built or occupied these houses, and 
any incidents or traditions connected 
with them, and respectfully request that 
the same be sent to me, and they will 
be appreciated. As the object is purely 
a public one, 1 feel warranted in asking 
the co-operation of all who are inter- 
ested. The views will be carefully pre- 
served inthe Historical Society, and in 
several kindred organizations which 
have expressed a wish for them.

His Election Will Convince Congress that Massachusetts is in Earnest in its Demand

Charles W. Bartlett, citizen, soldier, advocate, 
was born in Boston August 12, 1845. His parentg 
removed to East Cambridge a few years later, 
where he attended the public schools. At the age 
of 11 he was a pupil of the Putnam Grammar 
School and much interested in his studies; but 
he was compelled to give up his school and- go 
with his parents who removed to a farm in the 
town of Lee, N.H., where the educational advan- 
tages were not equal to those of Cambridge. 

However, the boy was possessed with a desire 
to secure an education, and what time could be 
spared from the many duties he found to perform 
upon a rocky farm, he attended the district school 
of Lee. There are still living in New Hampshire 
quite a number of people who knew Gen. Bartlett 
at this period of his career, and who tell with 
pride of the efforts of a dutifulson toaid his 
parents in getting a living on a rented farm, 
while at the same time Saving. to secure an edu- 
cation. It is related by one who knows the early 
life of Gen. Bartlett t he was an omniverous 
reader, devoting the long winter evenings after 
the farm work was completed to careful study 
and reading of such books as he could secure. It 
was in that New Hampshire home, devoid of 
everything but the barest. necessities, that the 
successful advocate of to-day grounded himself in 
the rudiments of law and history. He was a good 
farmer and a good student, and the habits of 
early life imposed upon him by a lack of wealth 
and opportunity make him thorough in all he 
does, perfectly frank, open and honest. p 

Determined to secure an education, opportunity 
came to attend for two short terms a small academy 
at Andover, N.H. While enjoying this (to him) 
great privilege of attending an academy, he con- 
tinued his studies in private. It was his great 
good fortune at this time to form the acquaint- 
ance of Jeremiah Smith, at present a professor at 
the Harvard law school. Prof. Smith had gradu- 
ated from Harvard and was living at the Hale 
farm, near the home of Mr. Bartlett. He inter- 
ested himself in the Bartlett boy, encouraged him 
to study, and aided him in many ways, particu- 
larly by hearing him recite the lessons learned. 

The pinch of poverty was unceasing, however, 
and as the season grew more suitable for farming 
than for study, young Bartlett was compelled to 

relinquish his studies and go to work a8 a bread 
winner. He worked as a laborer in a crew that 
traveled about the state compressing hay into 
bales. This was hard work, and the hours were 
from daylight to dark; but two months of such 
labor enabled him to accumulate money with 
which to assist in his education. 

At the breaking out of the war he was about 16 
years of age, and he was extremely anxious to 
join his schoolboy comrades and enlist, but being 
an only son he could not secure the consent of 
his parents, and at this time could not go to the 
front. Later, however, he secured the consent of 
his father, and he promptly left the New Hamp- 
shire home, went to Boston, and enlisted as a 
private in Company A, 5th Massachusetts regi- 
ment. He served his term of service and was 
mustered out in November, 1864. 

When he returned home from the war, he re- 
sumed his studies at the academy at Andover, 
N. H., where some boyish prank brought him into 
conflict with the academy authorities, which re- 
sulted in his leaving the school. With a determin- 
ation characteristic of the man, the boy was 
more than ever desirous of securing an education, 
and without saying a word to anyone he went to 
Dartmouth College, and there took the entrance 
examinations. One of the many branches in

which be was examined he never studied, but it 
was here that his great reading and retentive 
memory came to his aid, and not only in this 
particular branch, but in all others, he success- 
fully passed the examination. He learned in the 
month of June of his success with his examina- 
tions. Then arose the momentous problem of 
providing the necessary money to defray his ex- 
penses. Inspired with a worthy ambition, he 
sought work to earn the mioney. The best thing 
obtainable was employment as a laborer with a 
bridge-builder. He accepted the opportunity 
gladly, and was put to work with other men at 
the dangerous work of building a cofferdam. He 
continued in the employ of the bridge builder 
until the college year opened in September. 
With the money thus earned young Bartlett en- 
tered Dartmouth College, and managed to get 
along until the winter vacation came. 

In those days it was customary to permit de- 
serving students to leave college to teach for brief 
periods country schools throughout New England. 


Availing himself of the opportunity to replenish 
his depleted funds, he went to Truro, Mass., and 
there in that section of the old Cape Cod town 
known as Hogsback, young Bartlett made his 


first appearance as a school teacher. He was 
successful in his teaching, and with the money 
accumulated he went back to Dartmouth College 
for the spring term. 

After completing his studies at college that 
spring he went into the hay fields as a laborer, 
and followed the harvest from the lowlands to 
the uplands. With the money earned he went to 
college for the fall term, later returning to Cape 
Cod to teach a brief term at Wellfleet. This was 
a rather peculiar school, in that it was made up 
principally of those healthy young Cape Codders 
who passed most of the year in deep sea fishing, 
returning home for a brief period in winter. 
There were between 50 and 60 of them, and they 
were a studious, well-behaved lot and seemed to 
realize that it was important that they should

From Wellfleet Bartlett returned to college for 
another term, when an urgent request came for a | 


teacher to take charge of a school in which the | 


educational 


pupils had been running things to suit themselves. 
The president of the college sent word that he had 
two men, either of whom were capable of under- 
taking the task. One of them was Gen. Bartlett, 
and the other was Judge Maynard, now of the 
Superior Court of Massachusetts. Gen. Bartlett 
was sent out to take charge of the school, and as 
in almost all his undertakings he was successful. 
This school was at South Gardner, Mass. Later 
he again taught at Wellfleet. X 

While in college Gen. Bartlett was a member of 
the D. K. E. fraternity. After he graduated 
from college in fhe class of '69, he received a 
proposition to teach the high school at Salmon 
Falls, N.H. There had been considerable trouble 
and one term had been broken up. He took 
charge of the school and taught it peaceably. 

In the meantime at every opportunity he had 
been studying law, and soon after completing his 
college course he entered the Albany, N. Y., law 
school. He completed the course, and was ad- 
mitted to the bar of New York in 1871. 

Gen. Bartlett returned to his New Hampshire 
home and entered into a law partnership with 
Samuel] M. Wheeler of Dover, N.H. He remained 
there two years, and then started for New York 
city by way of BoSton. When he arrived in Bos- 
ton he met a friend with whom he had business 
transactions in New Hampshire who wanted him 
to take charge of some legal matters in Boston. 
Gen. Bartlett demurred, saying he had no office or 
facilities for work, and was on his way to New 
York. He was induced to call at the office of N. 
B. Bryant, an attorney, and explain the situation 
to him. Mr. Bryant very generously gave Gen. 
Bartlett a desk in his office, and invited him te 
remain just as longas he wished. The result was 
that Gen. Bartlett occupied that desk for 15 
years. - tee ate iC

Crystallized Nuts. These are easi 
ly made by the home cook. English 
walnuts are the best to use for the pur- 
pose, but apy large-meat nut that the 
country store may afford can be crystal- 
lized. A cupful of water and two cup- 
fuls of sugar, preferably granulated, are 
boiled together until a little drop from 
the spvon into ice-water will candy. 
The syrup should then be poured into 
a straight-sided pan or disb, deep 
enough to allow it to cover the nuts. 
The meats are dropped in carefully and 
left ina dry and rather warm place for 
fully twenty-four hours. 


Fig Layer Cake. Cream one cup 
of butter, add one and one-half cups of 
sugar gradually and beat smovth. Then 
add the yolks of three eggs beaten light 
and one teaspoon of vanilla. Stir in 
one-half cup of milk and three cups of 
flour sifted with four level teaspoons of 
baking powder. Bake in layer cake 
tins in a moderate oven. Chop tine one 
cup of figs and stir into a boiled icing 
then spread between the cakes. Cover 
the top with plain boiled icing.

| RECIPROCITY AND TARIFF REVISION 


CANDIDATE FOR LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR 


Henry M. Whitney has had a unique career. 
He began his business life on a salary of $100 a 
year. He entered the field of Boston enterprise 
by paying $1,000,000 for a tract of land in order 
to widen a street. He has sold out every dollar's 
worth of stock in every enterprise he ever estab- 
gjshed as soon as it was safely afloat. Several of 
the plans which he has carried out were so far- 
sighted in their scope that the public, which was 
to benefit from them, resisted the innovation. He 
took up the fight for reciprocity with Canada at 
a time when he had just disposed of every cent’s 
worth of interest he held in any company doing 
business with Canada. He has never taken part 
in politics before in his life, and he will stump 
Massachusetts from one end to the other in order 
to help put the Commonwealth back where it 
belongs among the manufacturing states of the 
country. 

If the election of Henry M. Whitney depended 
on the votes of the old employes of the West 
End street railroad when he was president, 
there simply would not be any other candidate in 
the field—he would be elected unanimously, 
There were six horse railroads in Boston in 1887, 
all working with a friction that was annoying to 
the employes and the publicalike. The men were 
obliged to work long and unreasonable hours for 
unsatisfactory wages and the public did not get 
the kind of service it required. Mr. Whitne 
consolidated all these roads, and the public gasped, 
for it seemed like a gigantic undertaking in those 
days. The employes were a little uneasy, too, for 
they did not know what this consolidation por- 
tended. Would it mean economy through the 
lessening of wages and the further increase of 
hours of labor? Or would it mean a reduction in 
the forces of the various roads? The employes 
asked these questions, but nothing detrimental to 
their welfare happened. Then of a sudden the 
employes of the various roads became conscious 
of a new force, a new feeling and personality in 
the operations of the various lines, 

A strange thing had happened—the president 
of the consolidated roads visited the car stables, 
chatted freely with the men, joked with them, 
learned of their troubles if they had any—and 
most of them had — fixed up the troubles without 
delay, shortened the hours of labor, reduced the 
number of trips per man on some of the lines and 
finally raised the wages of the men from $2 to 
$2.25 per day on his own volition. This was 
when electricity was installed. 


Then word went round that if any employe had 
a grievance against the company and he could not 
settle that grievance, he was free to take the 
grievance before President Whitney, where he 
would be received without any red tape and that 
grievance was settled then and there. 

All this was new to the men, and there were 
not a few of them who were pessimistic about it 
and said it wouldn't last. But it did last, during 
the years that Henry M. Whitney was president 
of the road—it lasted until the men learned to 
have a regard that was much deeper than respect 
for their president. 

He rode with the drivers on the front platform 
or the conductors on the rear platform, and 
chatted freely with them. When he met them on 
the street he had a cheery smile and a handshake 
for those with whom he had become acquainted 
until the whole temper and attitude of the em- 
ployes of the West End road was changed from 
indifference to loyalty. Henry M. Whitney puta 
spirit into the employes of the road which has 
lasted to this day. 


Henry Melville Whitney was born Oct. 22, 1839, 
at Conway, Franklin county, Mass, His father, 
the late Gen. James S, Whitney, was an old war 
horse of democracy in the days before the civil 
war, though he showed his independence by set- 
tling with his vote as a member of the Legislature 
that Charles Sumner should go to the United 
States Senate. 

The father was a Conway merchant, with man- 
ufacturing interests. The boy was*sent to the 
Conway schools. and afterward to Williston Sem- 
inary. When he was ready to go into business 
his father had removed to Springfield as superin- 
tendent of the armory. Henry found a place as 
office boy in the Conway bank at $100 a year. 
The second year he got a 100 per cent increase, 
and the third year was raised to $300. 

“T can't remember,” he says, ‘“‘ whether my 
father ever helped me out with any money be- 
sides what I earned or not. I know I boarded 
with the cashier of the bank and did some odd 
jobs for him.” 

In 1860 he came to Boston and entered the Bank 
of Redemption as a clerk. Soon afterward he 
took a place in a naval recruiting office, and when 
his father was made collector of the port of 
Boston, he entered the Custom House. The fol- 
lowing year he went to New York and set up for 
himself in the firm of Whitney & Hathaway, con- 
ducting a general shipping business. 

Meantime General Whitney, the father, had 
established the Metropolitan Steamship Company. 
In 1865 the son returned to Boston as agent of 
thiscompany. The father dying in 1868, the son 


in 1870 secured control of the company and re- 
mained its president until a short time ago, when 
he sold out all his stock and retired. 

His first big improvement for the city of Boston 
was the Beacon-street boulevard. His father’s 
dwelling was at Beacon and Harvard streets, 
where Mr. Whitney’s mother still resides. Beacon 
street was a lane. It appealed to Whitney that 
the man who made that alley into a boulevard, 
with a street-car line in the middle of it, would 
not only confer a tremendous blessing on poster- 
ity, but incidently make a fortune if he happened 
to own the adjacent land. He formed the West 
End Land Co., which raised $1,000,000, bought 
the land and sent Mr. Whitney into a Brookline 
town meeting to demonstrate that if he was 
willing to make the improvement cheap for the 
town as chief abuttor, nobody else ought to com- 
plain. Pretty nearly everybody in sight did com- 
plain, but it went through, so far as Brookline 
Was concerned. 

The trouble came on the stretch of lane within 
the Boston limits. The project was resisted in 
the city, and the Metropolitan street railway, 
which would lay its tracks on the new boulevard 
if it went through, made such a fight that Mr. 
Whitney said: ‘‘ There’s only one way to get rid 
of these railways; we'll have to buy them all.” 
And he did. The West End Land Company ac- 
quired controlling interests in the Metropolitan, 
the Highland, the Middlesex, the South Boston, 
and the Cambridge street railways, and consoli- 
dated them as the West End street railway. 

The Beacon street boulevard was finally laid 
out, and Boston had the basis of the most mag- 
nificent parkway system in the world. , 


Favors Reciprocity With Canada and a 
Revision of the Tariff Laws, So That 
Hides, Lumber, Iron, Coal, and Wood 
Pulp May Be Placed On The Free List. 


It was characteristic of Henry M. Whitney that 
in drawing the charter of the West End Street 
Railway Company he peered into the future and 
foresaw that the surface lines were never going 
to suffice for all the traffic that was to be. In that 
document permission was expressly given the 
company to build and eperate, under certain re- 
strictions, a subway under Boston Common. This 
was fought like almost every one of the remark- 
able Whitney prophecies, and it was not until 
years later that the people had to yield to other 
management what it had refused to him. 

In a trip South Mr. Whitney happened to see 
one of the earlier short-line trolley installations. 
He saw at once that electricity was the motive 
power of the future for city traction, and came 
back to Boston resolved to get that improvement. 
People said he was crazy. Others said he desired 
to electrocute his fellow citizens. 

He went right ahead. The consolidation made 
a system on such a scale it was possible to try 
experiments which no small line could have 
afforded. It was all pioneer work, and involved 
an immense amountof labor and expense. Many 
cities sent agents to see what Whitney was up jo. 

The next great Whitney enterprise was the cval 
business in Canada. He organized the Dominion 
Coal Company, which combined a large number of 
mines on Cape Breton Island. The product was 
sold for manufacturing purposes chiefly along the 
St. Lawrence River, In the winter that river is 
frozen, and the men had no work. Mr. Whitney 
conceived the idea of giving the men work the

year round and boosting international trade be- 
sides, by selling coal in Boston. A fleet of colliers 
was chartered, and coal carried to this port. It 
developed that the kind of coal mined at Sidney 
was more profitably relieved of its gas, leaving a 
marketable coke; so Mr. Whitney went to the 
Legislature for a charter for what are now known 
as the New England Gas & Coke Company and 
the Massachusetts Pipe Line Company, to sell gas 
to the district gas companies of Boston and coke 
to the public. Here again he was bitterly opposed. 
Before the Dominion Company was organized, the 
product was 800,000 tons. Now it is 3,500,000. 

The next commercial company was the Sub- 
marine Signal, which makes and sells appliances 
based on an invention of Elisha Gray. When 
attached to vessels at sea the signals record the 
approach of passing vessels or nearby obstruc- 
tions, and prevent collisions. Mr. Whitney re- 
tired from this company. ‘ 

Still another enterprise which has been set down 
to his credit as a pure work of philanthrophy, but 
which he protests was nothing but straight busi- 
ness, was the transaction by which the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce acquired without paying 
for it the site on which its building stands. The 
land belonged originally to two wharf companies, 
the India and the Central. The India wharf peo- 
ple desired to deed over their half for nothing ex- 
cepting to get back the value with interest from 
sales of adjacent land. The Central Wharf Com- 

y refused to do likewise. Mr. Whitney came 
‘orward, bought the whole property and gave the 
Chamber its site. 

Hotel Beaconsfield, Brookline, is another of his 
enterprises. The only other commercial concern 
with which he is now connected is the American 
Asbestos Company. 

In the course of his dealings in Canada Mr. 
Whitney had occasion to make many acquaintan- 
ces among the people of that country, and became 
impre: both with their fine qualities as asso- 
ciates and with the unparalleled resources of 
their new land of promise. When he had dis- 
posed of his interest in the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany he took the time to renew earlier studies of 
the trade relations between the two peoples, and 
became thoroughly imbued with the idea that in 
Canada lies the opportunity for New England to 
regain all that great financial prestige which was 
formerly hers in building the railways and cities 
of the West. 

“* The artificial wall, the tariff, which obstructs 
trade, ought to come down,”he says. He let it be 
known to his friends that he stood ready to give 
of his time and means to help that fight. 

The President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
which has been doing things to further recipro- 
city for many years, about this time resigning, 
Mr. Whitney was chosen his successor. 

He immediately decided that the way to get a 
new tariff law was to notify the law makers 
through the ballot box that the people of Massa- 
chusetts wanted it.. Since then he has been mak- 
ing a continuous fight on that line. 

Mr. Whitney’s family life has been peculiarly 
happy. The son of a mother who at 85 finds her 
son one of the most distinguished citizens of the 
state, he married in 1869 Miss Green, daughter of 
Admiral Joseph F. Green of Brookline, and has 
been blessed with five children, Miss Ruth, Mrs. 
J. P. Gardiner, Miss Laura, James 8., now a Har- 
vard sophomore, and Miss Josephine. 

The Whitneys live in Brookline, with a sum- 
mer home at Cohasset, where the candidate for 
lieutenant-governor has a small but fine stud of 
riding and driving horses. These he never races 
or exhibits, He is fond of riding and indulges in 
that sport much of the time. 

He is president of the Cohasset Golf Club, but 
this is not te be taken seriously. He has never 
held a stick in his hand. His usual means of pro- 
pulsion about the city is an automobile. He has 
only been to Europe once. 

He is a member of the Algonquin, Boston Art 
and Country clubs. 

He has friends wherever he has had dealings, 
from the older employees of the street railway 
system, who speak of him with great respect and 
esteem, to the business men with whom he is 
popular by reason of his urbanity, good fellow- 
ship and genius for making the other man feel 
that he is interested in him. 

Henry M. Whitney is the man of the hour. He 
is not in politics because he desires to fill public 
office. He isa clear-headed, earnest advocate of 
methods and measures calculated to retain and 
promote the industrial welfare of New England. 
He represents that great business interest — New 
England men who prefer to fight for the rights 
of New England rather than transfer their capi- 
tal and their energy to more favored sections of 
our country. 

In him is typified the earnest desire of 60,000 
Republican voters of this Commonwealth for re- 
ciprocity with Canada and other nations. He will 
unquestionably receive the support of this class 
of voters at the polls in November, and his elec- 
tion would be the most effectual notice that could 
be served on the Congress that the business men 
of Massachusetts demand prompt relief fram the 
burdensome schedules of the tariff law.

Household Receipts. 


Steamed Squash in Shell. Saw off 
the top of a Hubbard squash and steam 
the rest until tender. Scoop out the 
pulp, mash the rest of the soft portion 
and pass through a vegetable sieve. 
Season with salt, pepper and butter; 
reheat, returo to the shell, and score 
the dome-shaped surface with a knife. 
Serve the squash upon a doilie placed 
on a serving dish. 


Left Over Meats. Here is a good 
way of using up meats left over: Take 
avy kind of meat, cut in small pieces, 
as small as dice; put half butter and 
lard in a pan; let get very bot. Then 
put the meatin and shake it until it 
browns, and season; then put enough 
canned tomatoes to cover and let stew 
for about ten minutes, You will find 
this much better than salad in cold 
weather, and better than hash, so try 
it. 


Old-Fashioned Butter Scotch. Put 
three pounds of yellow sngar in a kettle, 
with three quart ers of a pound of butter. 
Set over the fire to melt; let boil until 
thick, stirring all the while to prevent 
scorching. Take from the fire; pour 
into buttered tins or trays. When stiff, 
mark off into sqnares. When cold, 
break apart, and wrap each square in 
wax paper. This candy will keep a 
long time ane improve with age. 


Ginger Cream. Soak a quarter of a 
box of gelatine in half a cup of milk 
for balf an hour, then place the bowl 
over steam until the gelatine is perfectly 
dissolved. Add to it four ounces of 
granulated sugar and a pint of whipped 
cream, two tablespoonfuls of preserved 
ginger chopped fine, two tablespoonfuls 
of the ginger syrup and a tablespoonful 
of almonds blanched and chopped very 
fine. Stir until it begios to thicken, 
pour into a mould and set on the ice. 
Serve in a glass dish and powder the top 
with chopped almonds. 


Barbecued Ham. Cut large slices of 
cold boiled ham and fry them in their 
own fat. Prepare a sauce to pour over 
them by adding one tablespoonfal each 
of vinegar, sugar and made mustard, 
and a little pepper to the fat left in 
the pan. Lay the slices of ham in a 
hot platter, add the sauce, and serve 
at once.

Gas Hearing. 


Nearly two hundred citizens attended 
the hearing at City Hall Tuesday even- 


-|ing before the special committee of the 


City Council who are considering the 
matter of municipal gas. 

Chairman Chamberlin presided and 
said that the committee was ready to 
hear anyone who desired to speak. 

Levi H. Tuiner inquired if this was 
the bearing in response to the petition 
of himself and others. What they de- 
sired was a hearing before the Council. 
He was not ready at this time to go on 
as the petition was still in circulation. 

Chairman Chamberlin «said this was 
intended as an opening of the broad 
question. The idea was to tirst get the 
sentiment of the people. 

John J. Byron felt sentiment of peo- 
ple was not expressed by the number 
present for the lack of notification. It 
was a broad subject. Quincy had grant- 
ed the right to supply gas aad 
electricity to corporations. Without 
any question we must pay an exhorbi- 
tant price for light. . 

The same conditions will prevail as 
at the purchase of the water plant. It 
waa just as logical to give a grocery 
map the sole right to do business as it 
was a& company to supply gas}or 
electricity. In Braintree where the 
town owns it plant, $60 is charged for 
au are light burning all night against 
$75 in Quincy. 

Just as competent men can be secured 
by the city as by a private corporation. 
If run on business principles there is 
no reason why it would not be a suc- 
cess. If the people fiud that it is not 
run asit should be, they will find a 
means to stop it and the rope will 
dargle in the face of those unfaithful 
to their office. 

It was a question upon which the 
people will have to be educated. It 
will take some time and more meetings 
of this kind. He always believed in 
public ownership of utilities.

It will require some time to place a 
valuation upon the magnificent oriental 
silks and embroideries, fragile glass- 
ware, works of art, etc. A piano box 
contains a handsome bamboo chair of 


upiqne workmanship. Small packages 
of occult appearance may contain ex- 
quisite jewelry. Miss Roosevelt her- 
self is unaware of everything in the 
collection. Some of the small cases 
hold jade and porcelain, jewels and 
ornaments carefully packed, 

It is impossible to predict what the 
duties will amount to.

Republican and Democratic nomina- 
tion papers of candidates to be voted 
for at the Municipal caucuses Nov. 14 
were opened Thursday. The Democratic 
papers at the residence of the secretary 
A. J. LeCroix at 5 o’clock, and the 
Republican papers at headquarters at 
8 o'clock. 

The Democrats filed papers in two 
wards only, namely Four and Six, 
and but one of these was complete. 
No papers were filed for Mayor or 
School Committee at large, and but 
one paper for Councilman at large. 
It was announced that vacencies would 
be filled at a meeting of the City 
Committee tonight. 

The Republicans filed full sets of 
papers in every ward, and there are 
contests for CounciJmen-at-large and for 
Ward Councilmen in several wards. 

Two candidates are in the field for 
Mayor, namely, James Thompson, the 
present Mayor, and Benjamin Johnson, 
an ex-Councilman of Ward Two, but 
now a resident of Ward One. 

Six separate papers, containing 332 
signatures, were filed for Mayor 
Thompson, and four papers containing 
168 names for Mr. Johnson. 

Among the Councilmen-at-large are 
four of the present council and two 
pew names. Messrs. Arthur W. Loud 
and William G. Gassett are not candi-

Councilman B. A. McLane, the chair- | 
man of the Democratic 
mittee, called the meeting to order und | 
spoke briefly, introducing ex-Council- 
mao James H. Elcock the candidate for 
Representative as the presiding officer. 

Mr. Elcock was sanguine of success. 
In years past all the Republicans had 
to do was to nominate candidates and 
they would be elected. Rxcently, it 
was different, and the Republicans felt 
the necessity of stamping the State 
from the Berkshires to Cape Cod. 

Frank K. Foster, the first speaker, 
noted more entbusiasm than in any 
campaign since the days of Butler. He 
was against ‘‘Boss’’ Lodge who dictated 
the Republican policy and against pro- 
tection which favored the trusts.

He favored 
the referendum, a larger market for our 
goods, free coal, and free raw materials. 
In closing he eulogized the Democratic 
State candidates. 

R. E. Hersom of Maine confined his 
address mainly to tariff issues. He 
claimed that only seven per cent of 
the people were benefitted by the tariff, 
and, further, that the tariff means tbe 
extinction of the shoes industry of 
Massachusetts, as it did the ship in- 
dustry of Maine. 

He argued that it was not the tariff 
that made the wages of this couotry 
twice as large as in foreign countries, 
but our natural resources, our rivers, 
etc. Maine bought its 
machines and manufactures in Massa- 
chusetts, and sold its apples and vege- 
tables to Masssachusetts. This was 
reciprocity. Call it free trade if you 
will, it is all the same. Why not ex- 
tend the line to include Canada ? 

Representative R. I. Walsh also 
brought a word of cheer and of hope, 
noting enthusiasm for the Democratic 
candidates. He favored a revision of 
the tariff and reciprocity with Canada, 
and extolled the candidates.

It is a notorious fact that the leading 
bituminous coal producers of the South 
and West are formulating a demand 
for the removal of the duty on coal 
between the United States and Canada 
The balance of trade in coal would 
still be with the United States at the 
ratio of three to one. Our output of 
coal would be increased rather than 
reduced. As Canada has for 30 years 
fixed her coal duty at about the same 
rate fixed by the United States, it is 
probable that free coal in our sched- 
ules would result in free coal in Ca- 
nadian schedules. Because of the duty 
of 67 cents per ton we are at present 
paying nearly a dollar a ton more for 
our coal than we ought to pay. This 
dollar does not help the national gov- 
ernment at all, but goes to swell the 
profits of the coal barons of the coun- 
try. Free coal, then, would not re- 
duce the revenues of the national gov- 
ernment; it would aid every interest 
in Massachusetts and New England, 
and would be of far-reaching advan- 
tage to the peojie at large. Only the 
coal trust would suffer. Good busi- 
ness sense and the highest patriotism 
unite in the demand for free coal.

The proposed 
change in discounts on sole leather, 
which adds about 2 cents to the cost 
of every pair of shoes, indicates what 
is in store for us, although I am re- 
Hably informed that this discount 
change has been held up until after 
the election. 

If the sole leather trust is enabled 
to successfully change its plan of dis- 


counts so that it will cost my com- 
pany 2 cents per pair more for sole 
leather, it will be but a short time 


until the combinations controlling the 
other materials that enter into the 
shoe will alter or amend or rearrange 
their prices so as to get an increase 
in price equal to that of the sole 
leather trust. When that day arrives, 
and it is not far distant, it will cost 
my company 6 cents per pair more to 
manufacture the grade of shoes we 
produce. Our worst enemies are the 
tariff and the tariff trusts. 

The total value of the hides of cat- 
tle imported into the United States for 
the 12 months ending June 30, 1905, 
was $14,949,628, while the total 
of all hides and skins, other than furs, 
exported for the same period, was $1,- 
051,641. We can produce cnly about 
three-fourths of the hides needed for 
the supply of our home manufacturers 
of leather, and must annually draw 
about 25 per centum of our supply 
from abroad. A tariff tax of $2,500,000 
upon this fourth results in an entirely 
unnecessary and unwarranted increase 


of about 11 per cent. in the price of 
all sole leather used by American 
manufacturers. When we _ consider 


that Massachusetts produces but little 


sole leather, the magnitude of this 
burden upon our manufacturers and 


upon our people becomes apparent. 
To put $2,250,000 into the treasury of 
the United States as the result of our 
duty upon hides, we put about $7,000,- 
000 of unnecessary tariff profit in the 
hands of the beef and leather trusts. 
This puts an iniquitous tax upon the 
sole leather industry of about $10,000, 
000, and disables that indigstry in its 
fight for the markets of the world 


Boot and Shoe Industry Handicapped. 


In the boot and shoe industry Mas- 
sachusetts produces nearly one-half of 


the factory and custom product of the 
United States, and more than four 
times as much as any other state. In

000 in manufactured products for the 
state of Massachusetts, the boot and 
shoe industry creates a product annu- 
ally of more than $150,000,000, or about 
one-ninth of the entire manufactured 
products of the state. To handicap an 
industry of this magnitude by an en- 
tire unnecessary tax upon its chief 
raw material is a ruinous policy which 
the people of the commonwealth should 
condemn unceasingly until it is cor- 
rected. It is not patriotic to fasten a 
burden of this kind upon the boot and 


shoe manufacturers of Massachusetts 
for the exclusive benefit of the beef 
and leather trusts. But that is what 


it amounts to. The most careful calcu- 
lations fail to show that the American 
producer of cattle received one penny 
more for his cattle by reason of this 
{duty on hides. The trusts that squeeze 
the boot and shoe manufacturers ap- 
ply the screws with the same pertina 
city to the cattle raiser; and with in- 
satiable greed drive both to the wall. 

We ask for free hides on high patri- 
otic grounds. Such action will not in- 
jure the cattle producers; it will help 
the manufacturer of boots and shoes, 
and it will help the people at large. If 
it decreases the profits of two or three 
obnoxious trusts it will help to give a 
“square deal” to all.

The upper story of the bouse was 
divided off jast as the lower was, 
Hannah having the chamber over the 
parlor, with the smaller room back of 
it, and Kimetia the corresponding suite 
over the sitting-room. 

The chalk lines lay very white and 
heavy between the two sections of the 
house, and each sister was careful to 
lift her skirts when passing near them, 
that they might not be even blurred by 
brushing.

Thea, 
without a single, tender parting word or 
look, they pat on the mask of silence, 
and each took her candle and weut to 
her own part of the house, said a 
strange, mechanical prayer, lay down on 
her bed and stared into the night with 
wide, dry, burning eyes until the dawn. 

After the first night and the following 
day the silence and alienation grew less 
terrible. One can get used to almost 
anything in the world, and even come to 
accept it with a measure of grace and 
contentment. As the weeks dragged by 
the Deering sisters became more and 
more reconciled to the chalk line on the 
floor and all it represepted—to the dead 
silence of the house, t@ the aversion of 
the other’s eyes, to the crucifixion of 
every thought that sprang up crying for 
utterance and sympathy, to the bitter 
longings and choked sobs in the dead of 
night, to the stifling of every natural 
impulse of the sisterly heart. The stub- 
bornness inherited from many genera- 
tions of ‘‘ sot’’ New England ancestry 
was concentrated in these last remain- 
ing members of the Deering family. 
They could look upon torment unto 
death with far more favor than upon the 
shadow of yielding. Each believed her- 
self to be right on the burning question 
of a personal devil, and sooner than 
surrender her conviction upou this vital 
point of theology she would be cast 
among lions or torn limb from limb. It 
was hopeless, then, to expect that any 
inward suffering would relax the grip of 
dogma on either Hannah or Kimetia. 
God sustaining them, they would re- 
main sundered righteously and faithfully 
over their Bible until the all-determining 
day of judgment. 

The most difficult part of the con- 
troversy, however, was to make others 
understand and respect it. For the first 
three or four months this problem occa- 
sioned the Deering sisters no little em- 
barrassment. The average friend and 
neighbor is slow and reluctant to adjust 
himself or herself to a family quarrel. 
And since friends and neighbors will 
continue to intrude themselves and make 
an awkward matter more awkward by 
assuming the old relation of things, their 
interest puts a strain and perplexity 
upon the participants in the quarrel. 
And how doubly complicated and em- 
barrassing the situation must be when 
these principals are forbidden by their 
vow from exchanging a word!

Election. 


The straight Republican ticket was 
successful in Quincy, but by varying 
pluralities. By the vote for Secretary 
of State the city is over two to one 
Republican, but Gen. Guild led Mr. 
Bartlett for Governor by 440 votes, and 


Draper for Lieutenant Governor had =} Sale, 


lead of only 221 over Whitney the Demo- 
cratic nominee. 

The independent voters certainly gave 
the Republicans a good scare, and 
have taught them a lesson that the 
wishes of the majority must be re- 
spected. 

The vote of Guild over Draper was 
125, while the vote of Whitney over 
Bartlett was 04. 

Last year Quincy gave Gov. Douglas 
2289 votes and John L. Bates 1724, and 
for Lieutenant Governor gave Guild 
2,001. Gen Guild runs 239 ahead of 
Bates, but 38 behind his own vote of 
last year. Bartlett run 764 bebind 
Douglas. 

Quincy elects two Republicans to the 
Legislature by a close vote. Eugene 
C. Hultman was the most popular 
candidate leading his associate, Edward 
J. Sandberg, by 15 votes, and James H. 
Elcock, the Democratic candidate, by 
79 votes as will be seen by the totals be- 
low:

Mr. Hultman ran only 152 votes be- 
hind Gen. Guild, and 29 bebind Mr. 
Draper. Mr. Elcock ran 208 ahead of 
Bartlett and 114 ahead of Whitney. 
The large vote of 943 for Levi Turner 
was one of the surprises of the election. 

Both Hultman and Sindberg received 
a larger vote than was given to Freeman 
and Nicoll last year, the vote of Hult- 
man being 120 larger than the vote for 
Freeman. furner’s vote was 59 less 
than last year. 

Senator Nevio of Weymouth is re- 
elected by a large plurality, and Hon. 
Joho F. Merrill of Quincy is elected 
handsomely as a member of the board 
of Norfolk County Commissioners, 
which after Jan. 1 will be composed of 
three Republicans. Col. Bigney will 
represent this district in the Governor’s 
Council, being elected by a good 
plurality. 

Seldom have the returns been received 
more promptly than uesday night. If 
it had not been for a long tiresome wait 
for precinct oue of Ward Three, City 
Hall, could have shat up shop at 7 
o’clock.

The Heads of Government Depart- 
ments and various investigating Com- 
missions are revealing causes of vast 
extravagance in the conduct of Govern- 
ment work and economy and reform are 
in the air but not until the same 
methods of bookkeeping that are em- 
ployed by any ordinary, safe, and cau- 
tious corporation are adopted io the 
Departments will there be any real 
hope of carrying on the business in an 
economical and thrifty way. There are 
in all departments instances of graft 
but these when discovered are easily 
eliminated and it is the stupendous 
amount of red tape in the Departments 
impeding the work and causing waste 
and extravagance which are the hardest

The bookkeeping department of the 
Government is probably the costliest 
feature of its conduct and a large stand- 
ing army could be supported on the 
amount that it costs to maintain it.

No public hearing before the City 


Council this year has attracted so much 
attention as that of Monday evening on 


the petition of Levi H. Turner and 
handreds of others, that a municipal 
ligbting plant be established in Quincy. 
Every available seat fur the public was 
filled and many gentlemen stood. The 
hearing was the first business in order 
and it was about 10 o’clock before the 
routine business of the Council was 
reached, 

Councilman Barry, Hynes, Piper and 
Sidelinger were absent. 

Levi H. Turner first appeared in 
favor of the petition. Municipal owner- 
ship, he said, was attracting wide 
attention. The Massachusetts Gas and 
Electric Light Commissioners have re- 
ceived during the past year enquiries 
along this line from 191 towns in the 
State. There are about twenty munici- 
pal plants in Massachusetts. 

The position of Quincy was unique. 
In 1860 it gave rights to the Citizens 
Gas Company then composed of Quincy 
stockholders. Now it was owned by 
one or two nun-resideats. The fran- 
chise was its most valuable asset. The 
plant was worth less than ten years ago. 
The company was making no exten- 
tions, which was a marked contrast 
with the growth of the city. There 
were no gas mains in the new sections. 

Yet the earnings were sufficient to 
pay six per cent on the balloon stock. 
The company had no longer a valid ex- 
cuse to hold the franchise, and should 


surrender it.

Mr. Turner cited figures to show that 
municipal water was a profit to Quincy. 
The receipts from water might not be 


quite large enough to pay maintenance, 


interest, maturing bonds and Metropol- 
itan assessment, amounting to $108,000 
but the Mayor estimates that the free 
water received by the city for public 
building, fire service, street sprinkling, 
sewers, etc., is worth $25,000 per year, 
which ifadded to the receipts makes 
the total income $121,000 or a profit of 
over $12,000 in 1904. 

Prof. Frank Parsons of Boston Uni- 
versity, was introduced by Mr. Turner, 
as one who had madea study of muni- 
cipal ownership. 

At the outset, Mr. Parsons said he 
understood Quincy was paying $2 per 


1000 for gas. If so it was stil) in the 
middle ages.

A few years ago Taunton also was 
paying $2, but a muoicipal plant was 
established ani the price cut to $1. 
Holyoke with a municipal plant paid 
bat $1.18. Duluth and other places 
were cited. 

A comparison of the cost of Electric 
lighting in Braintree and Quincy was 
made to the great advantage of the 
former. He showed wherein the 
figures of the Gas Commissioners were 
unfair to municipal plants, adding 
figures of their own to the cost. 

How municipal plants decre:sed the 


cost in Detroit, Chicago and other 
places was shown. 
The question in Quincy is not so 


much a municipal plant, as it was: Is 
the city government willing to submit 
the question of municipal ownership to 
the voters? To become operative it 
must receive the two-thirds vote in two 
years.

Progress of N.Y., N.H. & H.R.R 
S 


J. S. Bache & Co. devote a circular 
to the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford railroad remarking many things of 
deep interest to Boston and New Eng- 
land people, especiaily where it is said: 
‘*President Mellen aims to make the 
New Haven the finest piece of railroad 
property in the world and this result, if 
not already accomplished, is at least ap- 
proaching realization. 

The internal improvements have 
amounted virtually to rebuilding large 
portions of the line. Steel structures 
have replaced wooden bridges and ex- 
isting bridges have been strengthened 
to carry heavier traffic and to produce 
greater efficiency in operation. Addi- 
tional second, third and fourth tracks 
have been laid, including the four track- 
ing of the main line between New York 
and New Haven. Six tracking and elec- 
trifying of the New Rochelle-New York 
division is now in progress and, when 
completed, will have cost $12,000,000. 

The system has been doubled tracked 
in many parts where single tracks were 
formerly in use. Grade crossings have 
been eliminated at many points, and 
this work is still being carried on. 
Other extensive improvements in road- 
bed track and structures have been in- 
Stituted throughout the system. The 
road is now in splendid physical condi- 
tion, but the company continues to spend 
millions to increase the efficiency of the 
property. 

*‘Not only will the company benefit 
largely from its investments, but within 
a short time its business will be stimu- 
lated through the direct exchange of 
passengers and freight with the 
Pennsylvania lines at New York. 
Pennsylvania's new terminals in New 
‘York city are well under way, and work 
on the Jersey City and Brooklyn 
tunnels is progressing rapidly. Thysical 
<onnection with the Pennsylvania lines 
will be made at Long Island City, and 
with this end in view the New Haven 
is spending large amounts in improve- 
aments at Mott Haven. It is not beyond 
the bounds of probability that New 
Haven may bridge the Sound. A few 
years may see the road independent of 
New York Central in the matter of ter- 
aminals and through trains running from 
Boston to the South without delay 
occasioned by car ferries.’’

Municipalities had 
sold their plants to corporations as they 
could not make them pay. ‘The figures 
given of municipal companies do not 
take into account the depreciation and 
other matters. They cannot sbow 
where it is possible for a municipality 
to make a success of it with the com- 
petition we have today, aud the politi- 
cal influences, 

If you add the depreciation and taxes 
to the Braintree plant we find that their 
arc lights cost $76. The question of 
municiptl ownership comes from 
Europe. There the sup is thrown to the 
people. The expense of labor would be 
higher and the cost to mautfacture 
more. Judging from the recent beer 
parties in this city, to the victor be- 
longs the spoils. Under a well organ- 
ized plant the same as we bave in 
Quiocy there is no difficulty in getting 
lower rates every year. The wealthy 
residents we have are a detriment to 
the city. 

When asked where he got the figures, 
Mr. Fryer said that he got them from 
depreciation and taxes. It would cost 
more to run the plant by a town than 
by a company. 

Councilman Gearwar asked if the 
city can operate a water plant at a 
profit if it was not fair to suppose 
that it could do the same with a gas 
or electric plant ? 

Mr. Fryer replied that it seemed 
so, but there was no evidence that 
it was so. From his own experience 
he did not think Quincy capable of 
tunning a peanut plant. 

Prof. Parsons in rebuttal said that 
the speaker made a mistake when he 
said that I did not include all the items. 
Braintree is paying five and one-half 
cents per killowat hour for commercial 
lights against 15 to 20 paid in Quincy. 
Many more plants have been sold to 
towns than have been sold by towns to 
companies. It was better to ba partners 
ina company than to have some one 
else run the business. 

John J. Byron favored municipal 
ownership. The same idea as now, con- 
fronted us when we took the water 
plant. He doubted the assertion that 
there was too much politics. There was 
more graft in private companies than in 
municipal ownership. Fifty years from 
now the same conditions will prevail 
here as in New York. 

Is there any one who wishes a private 
corporation to run our schools? Is 
there any reason why citizens can not 
runagas plant as wellas schools? It 
seems queer we can not get a man to 
run a lighting plant. Public service 
corporations have made a few people 
wealthy at the expense of many. It is 
ouly a question whether we are going to 
wait until conditions are worse. 

It was his opinion that after a few 
discussions like that of tonight that the 
people would be ready to vote on the 
matter. If we can make asaving in the 
water service we can do itin gas and 
electricity. No private company goes 
into business for its bealth. 

At this point the hearing was closed 
and the order re-committed.

Household Receipts. 


Chestnut Stuffing, To make the 
chestnut stuffing for the turkey, shell 
and cook one quart of large French 
chestnuts in boiling water until their 
skins are loosened. Blanch and again 
pat in boiling water and cook until 
tender. While still hot rub through a 
coarse sieve or colander, Mix with the 
sifted nuts a few bread crumbs and two 
tablespoonfuls of melted batter and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Moisten 
with alittle sweet cream and fill the 
turkey, but do not press the stuffing in 
too closely. 

To Roast the Turkey. To roast a 
medium-sized bird, wipe thoroughly 
and fill the body with the prepared 
stuf—ng and also put a little in at the 
neck. Truss the legs to the tail, and 
turn the tips ofthe wings under the 
upper joints so that they are well fixed. 
Fasten the wings to the sides by using 
a trussing needle and twine and sewing 
through the body. Take a stitch at the 
lower opening, and stitch the skin of 
the neck to the shoulder. Rub with 
salt, pepper and butter, and dredge 
with flour. Put tbe turkey fat in, and 
lay the turkey on one side and put it in 
a hot oven. When the flour is brown, 
check the heat, baste with butter melt- 
ed in hot water and bake three hours. 
Add one pinot of water as soonas the 
fat is brown, and turn over to brown 
uniformly. It is sutliciently cooked 
when the joints will separate easily 
and a fork will pierce the flesh under 
the thigh. 

Sweet Potato and Chicken Croquettes. 
Use left over bits of chicken, mince 
fine, mix well with mashed sweet 
potato. If you have any gravy add 
enovgb tou make the mixture moist. 
If not add melted butter. Dip in egg 
and cracker crumbs. Fry in deep lard. 


Mince Pie. One of cuvoked 
meat chopped fine, two cups of chopped

apple, one teaspoonful each of salt, 
allspice, and cinnamon, one cnp of 
brown sugar, half a cup each of 


chopped and small whole raisins, half

It is his 
plan to add modern war ships to the 
navy only when those now in use are 
becoming obsolete are permanently 
retired. Thus he believes he would add 
constantly to the effectiveness of the 
navy without increasing the number of 
ships to be built and maintained by the 
Government at an enormous cost. The 
last Naval appropriation amounted to 
$101,000,000 and it is the Secretary's 
intention that the appropriation for the 
Navy this year sball not exceed that 
Adams.

Quincy Voting Lists. 


There are 5,302 names op the voting 
lists for the municipal election of Dec. 
5, an increase of 24 over the December 
election last year, and 150 more than at 
the recent State election. 

The lists today shows Ward One isthe 
largest with a total of 1,015, while 
Ward Three is a good secund with 
1,001. 

In the totals Ward Two and Four are 
the only ones that do not show a net 
gain. Ward Two sbows a loss of 25, 
all of which are in precinct one; pre- 
cinct two showing a gain of 5. 

Ward Four shows a loss of 6. The 
loss was all io precinct two of 9, while 
precinct one gained 3. 

The largest gain made by any one 
ward was Ward Six, where the net 
gain is 24 over December last year. 
Precinct one gained 25 and precinct 
two lost one. 

The smallest gain was in Ward Five, 
the number being 2.

A Fitting Memorial. 


Editors of the Patriot: 

In a communication to your paper 
about Mr. Henry H. Faxon, written 
by Mr. Sproul, November eighteenth 
there was a most proper suggestion 
as to the advisability of perpetuating 
Mr. Faxon’s memory in some permanent 
way. 

While I am in sympatby with any 
such suggestion, I would like at this 
time to call the attention of the citizens 
of Quincy to the gift Mr. Faxon made 
twenty years ago to Quincy and how 
we have carried out the conditions of 
that gift. 

In looking over the records of the 
Secretary of the Quincy Park Com- 
mission, I find that on September 24, 
1885, a town meeting was held to con- 
sider the offer of Mr. Adams to give 
Merry Mount park to the town of 
Quincy, and the offer of Mr. Henry H. 
Faxon to give Faxon park to Quincy. 

It was voted: ‘*That the town accept 
the generous gift of land from Henry H. 
Faxon, etc., etc."’ and that *‘the same 
be accepted for the public park upon 
the conditions embraced in said state- 
ment,’’ which was as follows: 

‘*First: That said tract of land shall 
be held as a public park, free to all the 
inhabitants of Quincy forever. 

‘Second: That the same shall 
called and known as Faxon Park. 

‘*Third: That no intoxicating liguors 
shall ever be sold on said premises. 

‘*Fourth: That the town shall con- 
struct a roadway to be fifty feet wide 
from Franklin street to Quincy avenue. 

‘Fifth: That the town shall con- 
struct a roadway fifty feet wide from 
the corner of Quincy avenue and Water, 
street, following the course, or nearly 
so indicated on a plan exhibited to the 
town at this meeting, striking the old 
driveway of the Job Faxon premises, 
and following the same to the new street 
as herein described. 

‘*Sixth: That all fences and walls on 
the line of the above named new street 
against the land owned by the grantor 
in company with other heirs of Job 
Faxon shall be erected by the town.’’ 

Probably everyone will recall how 
Mr. Faxon has tried for years to get 
the city to keep its agreement. Until 
the fifth condition in the above is com- 
plied with, Quincy will not have paid 
its debt to Henry Faxon. Probably 
nothing that Quincy could do at pres- 
ent would be more gratifying to Mr. 
Faxon, were he alive, than to construct 
this road through his old homestead, 
and complete the transaction begun in 


1885,

Faxon park is as beautiful and last- 
ing a mopument as anyone could wish. 
What more appropriate expression of 
our respect for his memory could be 
made than the immediate construction 
of this road and an appropriation sufh- 
cient to properly improve and care for 
the park that bears his name.

Mr. Faxon’s Will. 


There was some surprise, perbaps 
disappointment, that there were no 
public bequests by the will of Henry H. 
Faxon, but one should not be too hasty 
in criticising Mr. Faxon, who is already 
one of Quincy's benefactors. 

Probably he has given more to Quin- 
cy and to our churches and charity 
than any other benefactor, not except- 
ing the late Thomas Crane, in whose 
memory the Public Library building 
was erected; Dr. Ebenezer Woodward, 
who left a fand for the founding of the 
Woodward Institute; President Jobn 
Adams, who founded Adams Academy; 
Hon. William B. Rice, who founded 
the City Hospital of Quincy; Hon. 
Charles Francis Adams, who gave the 
city, Merrymount Park,or William Cod- 
dington, Cotton Centre Johnson, Elias 
A. Perkins and uthers, who have gen- 
erously remembered Quincy. 

Mr. Faxon bequeaths all his property 
to his son, Henry Muoroe Faxon, but 
it is possible that there is an under- 
standing that the younger Faxon will 
in some way erect a memorial in 
Quincy to his father as did the sons 
of Thomas Crane. 

As already noted by a correspondent, 
Henry H. Faxon gave to Quincy some 
years ago a thirty acre tract on Penns 
hill known as Faxon Park which will 
be appreciated more and more as the 
years go by. 

If Mr. Faxon had provided for the 
expenditure of $1,000 or $2,000 per year 
on this park, it would soon blossom into 
a delightful recreation ground. 

Henry M. Faxon sole legatee under 
the will, when asked if he bad any 
statement he desired to make relative to 
the will of his father he said he had 
none, 

When it was suggested to him that 
the public thought that perhaps there 
was some agreement with his father 
relative to a memorial of some nature, 
Mr. Faxon said that he could not an- 
Swer at present. 

The inference may be that there is an 
agreement and that after the will is 
probated there will be some develup- 
ments, 

The full text of the will is given be- 
low: 

‘*Know all men by these present that 
I, Henry H. Faxon of Quincy, in the 
county of Norfolk and commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, do make this my last 
will hereby revoking any and all other 
wills by me at any time heretofore 


made, 
‘“{ give, devise and bequeath all my 


estate, real, personal and mixed, of 
every name and nature, of which I may 
die seized,{possessed, ur to which I 
maybe entitled, to my son, Henry M. 
Faxon, to have and to hold, to him and 
his heirs and assigas forever. 

“IT appoint my said son executor of 
this my last will, and direct that he be 
exempt from furnishing sureties on bis 
official bond. 

‘*Hereby granting unto said executor 
full power and authority to sell, assign, 
transfer and convey the whole or any 
part of my estate, and to invest und re- 
invest the proceeds thereof in such 
manner aod upon such terms as he may 
deem advisable. No purcbaser from 
said executor shall be answerable for 
the application of the purchase money. 

‘*In witness whereof I have here- 
unto set my band and seal this six- 
teenth day of February, nineteen 
hundred and five. Henry H. Faxon. 

‘* Signed, sealed, published and de- 
clared by the said Henry H. Faxon 
as and for his last will, in our 
presence, who in his presence and 
at his request have subscribed our 
names as witnesses hereto, 


** Ellen A. Pike, 
- ‘+ James F, Young, 
**C. A. Howland, Jr.”’ 


In the words of the Herald which can 
hardly be improved upon, the heir does 
not inherit the characteristics of his 
father except that he is a very shrewd 
and capable business man. He is very 
conservative. in his methods and lacks 
that aggressiveness which characterized 
his father in some particulars. He is, 
however, like bis father, a strong op- 
ponent of intoxicating liquors. 

Mr. Faxon was born in Quincy and 
has always resided here. He was boro 
May 22, 1864. His mother was Mary B. 
Muoroe, who was the daughter of the 
late Israel Munroe, for many years pres- 
ident of the Quincy Mutual Fire Iosur- 
ance Company. 

Mr. Faxon was educated in the 
schools of Quincy and the English High 
School of Boston. Whileat the English 
High he was an officer of a military 
company connected with the school. 

Mr. Faxon was one of the organizers 
of the Quincy Electric Light & Power 
Company, and has been its treasurer 
almost the entire time since its or- 
ganization. Through Mr. Faxon’s keen 
business methods the business has stead- 
ily increased and until today the 
company is in a strong financial con- 
dition. For the past year he has had 
the entire charge of his father’s vast 


estate. 
Mr. Faxon is an enthusiastic yachts- 


man and a member of the Quincy Yacht 
Club. He bas done much to increase 
the standing of yachting and to im- 
prove the model of sailing craft. He 
was commodore of the club in 1893-4. 
He has built a number of craft, among 
them being the Rocket, 'rimrose, Host- 
ess, Marvel, and he acquired the Cleo- 
patra, owned by Fanny Davenport, with 
which he defended the Crowhurst cup 
at Manchester. He organized the crew 
for the yacht Recruit, which was owned 
and built for Commodore Fred B. Rice, 
she being the first boat built to defend 
the $500 challenge cup in the open races. 
He sailed the craft for Mr. Rice, win- 
ning the race, and showed great skill 
and daring in handling the extreme 
type of boats built to defend the chal- 
lenge cup. His last boat was The 
Flashlight, which he now owns. 

Mr. Faxon resides on Adams street, 
and his home life is of a most happy 
character. He was married to Miss 
Elizabeth Curtis Morrison, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. R. Eimer Morrison of 
Braintree, on August 31, 1893. Four 
children have been born to them, three 
of whom are living, namely, Mary, 11 
years; Henry, 6, and Priscilla 3. Mr. 
and Mrs. Faxon are members of 
the First Unitarian church and active 
workers. Mr. Faxon is now, and has 
been for some time past, one of the 
board of assessors of the church and has 
done much to promote the work of the 
cburch, He is greatly interested in the 
work of the Sunday school and has done 
much to promote its welfare. 

Mr. Faxon is a man of most kindly 
nature, and is of a charitable disposi- 
tion. Everything which he has done ip 
that line has been done quietly, and 
generally no one has known of it except 
the recipient and himself. It has al- 
ways been his aim to avoid publicity. 

In early life it was his desire to go to 
college, but through the influence of his 
father he gave up his wish in that 
respect, his father desiring that his 
education should be practical. 

Mrs. Faxon is a most charming wom- 
an, and of an amiable disposition, and 
like her husband is of a very benevolent 
character. She has a host of friends, 
and is very popular and highly esteemed 
by both rich and poor. 

Mr. Faxon’s only public office has 
been that of Councilman, having served 
two or three years. 


Dr. Everett’s Remedy. 


Dr. William Everett of this city, a 
former Congressman, was one of the 
speakers last week at the monthly 
dinner of the Massachusetts Reform 
Club, when the increasing powers of 
the National .Senate, was the topic 
assigned. The doctor has radical ideas, 
and is reported by the Globe as follows: 

He began by saying thatall thinking 
Americans believe the national senate 
is usurping powers that do not con- 
stitutionally belong to it. 

He said that infear of the President 
becoming a monarch the founders of 
the goveroment gave the senate great 
powers and today it takes both the 
house of representatives and the Presi- 
dent by the throat and strangles both 
till they assent to such measures as the 
senate wants. 

The speaker denied that the senate’s 
right to ‘‘ advise and consent’? in the 
matter of executive appointments 
authorizes it to reject nominations by 
the President which are faultless. He 
discussed and ridiculed so-called sena- 
torial courtesy. He said the senate has 
been for years not an adviser, but the 
master of the President in the matter 


of treaties, 
The Senate is really a luxurious 
club, in which the members legislate 


largely for their own mutual benefit, 
he asserted. He wished Theodore 
Roosevelt had remained till now as 
vice president and presiding officer of 
the senate. 

The speaker believed there would 
have been more presiding than there 
has of late years and that more business 
would have been transacted. He added 
that the small number comprising the 
senate makes the members close of fel- 
lowship, arrogant and the objects of 
fawning and sycophancy on the part of 
outsiders. 

As for the charge sometimes made 
that senators are sometimes corrupt, 
the speaker asked, ‘‘ Why shouldn't 


they be, when public opinion for 
generations past has been teaching 
children that to make money for 


money’s sake is the chief end of 
citizenship?” 

As for the remedy, the speaker said 
it lay with the people, who will have 
no difficulty about making their senti- 
ments known whenever they object to 
the appointment of a bad man as sen- 
ator. 

He did not favor tinkering the consti- 
tution, but wonld have the President 
negotiate his treaties without regard to 
the senate and house of representatives, 
run the risk of leaving the government 
witb less revenue, rather tban to allow 
the senate to dictate appropriation or 
revenue bills, in violation ot the con- 
stitution, which gives the house alone 
the right to originate taxes.

Through the honesty of two Brain- 
tree young ladies, Miss Maria and Miss 
Annie Levangie, George Crane of 
Washington street bas recovered his 
pocketbuok containing $345. Mr.

Sabbath Protective League. 


Martin D. Koeeland, D. D., for ten 
years secretary of the New England 
Sabbath Protective League addressed 
two congregations in Quincy, speaking 
at Betbany Congregational church in 
the morning and the Quincy Point 
church in the evening. . 

He claimed that the Sabbath was 
made for man—mmentally, physically and 
morally. That the open Sabbath and 
open saloon go tugether. That there is 
much unnecessary work on the Sabbath. 
That the leaders of labur union are 
unanimous against Sunday work. The 
speaker said he did not advocate a 
Puritanical Sabbath, or a reenactment of 
the *‘blue laws, He knew the league 
had accomplisbed much in stopping un- 
necessary Sunday work. But the de- 
mands on the league were never greater 
than today. 

The objects of the league are to 
maintain the observance of the Lord's 
Diy, as a civil rest day and a day 
for religious uses, defending it against 
the encroachments of business and 
pleasure. Its methods include organiza- 
tion and agitation, instruction by press, 
pulpit and platform, education of the 
young and morally ignorant, the pro- 
tection and enforcement of Sunday 
laws, and the securing better legislation 
in the Interests of the workingman 
and of good citizenship.

Criminal Negligence. 


Judge Avery rendered his finding ~ 


Monday on the inquest held before 
him Sept. 8, on the death of Joseph A. 
Vaugbn, who died at the City hospital, 
Quincy, July 24, as a result of the 
street railway accident at Hingham, 
July 22. 

Vaughn and Patrick F. Larkin, with 
others, were at work on a tower wagon 
as the foot of Old Colony bill, Hing- 
ham, when a construction var in charge 


of Fred Brockaway dashed down the} 


bill into the wagon. Larkin died a 
short time after the accident and 
Vaughn died the second day after 
at the Quincy City hospital. 

Immediately after the inquest before 
Judge Avery, Brockaway was arrested 
fur manslaughter. The hearing on the 
case is assigned for next Saturday. 
Brockaway is now out under $1,000 
bonds. 

After reviewing the evidence at the 
inquest, Judge Avery, in concluding 
his report, says: ‘‘1 find the following 
facts to have been established by the 
evidence introduced: ‘*That jast prior 
to the accident Fred S. Brockaway, the 
motorman in charge of the service car, 
appeared to have been more or less 
under the influence of liquor: 

‘*That Robert B. Stitt, who was with 
Brockaway in the front vestibule of 
said service car just prior to the 
accident and was apparently taking 
part inthe running of the car was then 
very much under the influence of 
liquor; 

‘*That from the top of the Old 
Colony hill where the car came to 
a full stop and from the switch at 
least, it was possible to see the tower 
wagon standing where it was across 
the track at the point where, sub- 
sequently, the collision happened ; 

‘That the distance from the top 
of the bill to the place where the 
accident happened is between 300 and 
400 yards; 

‘* That the speed of the car just 
prior to the collision was at the ra'e of 
between 10 and 15 miles an hour. 

‘*That the braking apparatus on this 
car was no way defective and if the 
motorman had been careful and attend- 
ing to his duties, the car could have 
been stopped within at least 75 feet; 
under the conditions then existing. 

‘* That the street for a short distance 
at least before coming to the place 
where this collision happened was flat 
and level. 

‘*It appears, therefore, that gross 
negligence on the part of Fred S. Brock- 
away of Quincy, contributed to the 
death of said Joseph A. Vaughn, and 
that in consequence of said criminal 
negligence, manslaughter has been com- 
mitted by said Fred S. Brockaway."’

Turkey Dressing. Pare raw potatoes 
and cut in dice to the amount of two 
cupfuls.

Pumpkin Pies. Select fine sweet 
pumpkins, open and peel them, and 
steam until tender. Rub through a 
sieve and put at the back of the fire to 
dry off the water and wake them rich ;

To three 
quarts use five eggs, a teaspoonful of 
salt, and ginger and cinnamon to taste.

City Election. 


Next Tuesday is the date for the 
annual municipal election. Never before 
has Quincy had so quiet an election. 
However, the bulk of the voters can 
bé depended upon to vote, and the 
total vote wi!l be about as large as 
usual, excepting only the phenomenal 
vote of last year influenced some by 
‘the Preeidential election. 

‘Theré are three candidates for Mayor, 
Hon. James Thompson, Republican, 
who has been renominated ; ex-Council- 
man George H. Wilson, Democratic, 
who was a strong candidate in 1902 and 
1903 against Hon. Charles M. Bryant; 
afid William J. Whiting. Socialist. 

‘Since the big majority obtained by 
Mayor Thompson at the Republican 
caucuses it seems to be the general 
opinion that bis honor will be reelected 
by’ a large majority; but Candidate 
Wilson has come out sqaarely for 
municipal ownership of lighting plants 
which is expected to help him some. 

All three parties—Republican, Dewo- 
cratic and Socialist have nominated full 
tickets of five for Councilmen at large, 
but the chances are good as in recent 
years for the election of all the Republi- 
cans, four of whom are members of the 
present Council. 

There is a contest this year for one 
member of the School Committee at 
large, both parties having nominated 
pew men. Arthur W. Newcomb, the 
Republican, isan ex-Councilman with 
several years of service. Dr. John H. 
Ash, the Democrat, is an ex-member of 
the School Committee, but bas never 
been elected at large. 

‘Wards Four and Six have contests for 
School Committee from ward, and all 
the wards except Wollaston have con- 
tests for Ward Councilmen. 

There are two questions upon which 
a yes and no vote*will be taken, 
but if a big NO is recorded on both 
no mistake will be made. No-license 
is the~ policy of Quincy, and also 
annual elections. It would be contrary 
to the City Charter to elect a City 
Auditor for more than one year.

Gypsy Moths and Browntails. 


A. H. Kirkland, the State superin- 
teudent fur suppressing the gypsy and 
brown-tail moths, spoke very interest- 
ingly on his work Tuesday evening at 
Betbany chap-l under the auspices of 
the Quincy Women's Club. 

There was a large attendance of ladies 
aod gentlemen representing different 
parts of the city; also several of the 
Councilmen, members of the 'ark Com- 
mission, and other officials. 

Mr. Kirkland was introduced by Mrs. 
Dexter E. Wadsworth, the chairman of 
the Civic Committee of the Women’s 
Club, At the outset he said trees were 
worth having and they added much to 
the attractiveness of estates and 


com- 
munities. 
At best the trees bave a_ hard 


time especially in cities where the streets 
are paved and the sidewalks connected, 
and it is difficult fur nourishment or 
water to get to the roots. The rvots also 
suffer from leaking gas mains, and are 
often cut iv laying pipes, street rail- 


ways, etc. 
Then horses feed upon the tree 
trurks and electric wires often kill 


n ble trees. It is a wonder we have 
any trees at all. 

There are more insects than a few 
years ago because the sparrows have 
driven away other birds, and pests bave 
been brought here from abroad. 

Coming to the moths, Mr. Kirkland 
said there were egg masses all over 
Quincy and it was important that every 
citizen should look over his trees this 
He illustrated with stereopti- 
con views the moths, the caterpillars, 
the egg masses, etc. Also the destruc- 
tion which tbe pests bave caused in 
towns north of Boston. 

He described the moths fully, not 
only thegypsy and brown-tail but other 
kinds, so that they might ba dis- 
tinguished. Told of the rapidity with 
which the pests multiply. They not 
only were destructive, but where they 
come in contact with the buman flesb, 
produced a most severe and painful 
nettling, and in many cases had made 
people seriously ill. 

Mr. Kirkland was confident a parasite 
would be found but in the meautime 
there was much work to be done, and 
it could be successful only by coopera- 
tion. This was urged upon Quincy 
people. He understood city officials 
would push the work to protect trees 
in the streets, but individuals should 
clean up theirestates. The ladies of the 
Quincy Women’s club should continue 
to agitate the work.

tending family gatherings Postmaster 
Hammond and his corps of assistants 
were at work moving the effects from 
the office in tie Adams building to the 
new office. 

The new office is by far the largest 
and most convenient of any of tae pre- 
vious offices. The room is 90 feet deep 
and has a width on front of 24 feet. 
Besides the main office there is a large 
carriers’ room in the basement. 

The executive office is on the westerly 
side of the room. On the street front 
is the office of Postmaster Hammond. 
This office is set in so that it isa 
little narrower than the remainder of 
the working department. Next comes 
the working office. This takes up less 
than half of the width and does not 
extend more than half the length of 
the office. In fact the main public 
room is about 40 feet long and 12 
feet wide, considerable larger than the 


old office. 
The office furnishings are of quartered 


oak and are very handsome. ‘The office 
furniture, boxes, etc., are from the 
well known firm of Bourn, Hadley 
& Co. of Templeton, Mass., one of 
the largest manufacturers of post office 
fixtures in the United States. 

The office of Post master Hammond 
is separated from the main office by a 
partition, which however is largely of 
glass. Then there are four windows. 
The tirst is the money order window, 
then the registered letter, stamp and 
general delivery windows. Then come 
the boxes. These are arranged on the 
lower easterly and northerly ends. 
There are 105 single boxes, 96 double 
or large boxes and 12 drawers. These 
are all fitted with what is known as the 
double dial, automatic safety lock. 
This lock is said to be the best thing of 
the kind ever manufactured, and the 
Quincy office is the first to be fitted 
with this particular pattern. 

Under this system there are no keys. 
On the face of each box are two dials 
with letters. In order to open the box 
it is necessary to turn the first dial toa 
certain letter and then turn the second 
to another letter. The box then opens. 
As the box is opened the combination 
is thrown off so that any person who 
might be watching would uot know 
what the combination of that particular 


box was. 
At the rear is a door leading to the 


back of the office. The inside of the 
office is also finished in quartered oak. 

In addition to the large window in 
front, and the windows in the rear, 
there is a large skylight so that the 
office 1s well lighted by day; much 
better than the office in the Adams 
building. 

The history of the Quiocy post office 
is an interesting one. It shows that 
the site of the office has been frequently 
moved but at no time bas it been 
located a great distance from its new 
site. In fact it is worthy of uote that 
it bas been located twice before upon 
nearly the same site. 

Pattee’s histury of Quincy tells us 
that the first post office in Quincy was 
in 1795 and the first postmaster Richard 
Cranch. At that time the rates of 
postage for a single letter were six 
cents for 30 miles, and the rate ran 
from this up to 22 cents fur 450 miles, 
and 24 cents for over 450 miles. 

The office under Mr. Cranch 
located on the south-east coroer of what 
is now the Edwards estate on School 
street. Mr. Cranch died io 1811, and 
in 1812 Dr. Benjamin Vinton became 
the postmaster. He moved the office 
to the building at the corner of 
Hancock and Granite streets, the house 
which was receatly back 
to make room for the new block on 


this corner. 
Mottram Veazie succeeded Dr. Vinton 


in 1813, and he moved the office to bis 
residence, now the site of the Faxon 
block at the corner of Hancock and 
Depot streets. In 1825 Daniel French 
became postmaster and he held the 
office until 184%. Under Mr. French 
the office was located in the office of 
the old Hancock hotel. 

Dr. William Bugbee became post- 
master in 1849 and he transferred the 
office to his apothecary store in the 
Town House, the present City Hail. 

The next postmaster was Francis 
Williams who took office in 1851, and 
he moved it to the store on Hancock 
street occupied for many years by the 
late John O. Holden, and now by Mr. 
Weixler, the jeweler. 

In 1853 Daniel French was made 
postmaster and again the office was 


was 


moved 


moved, This time it went to Temple 
Street in the Wilson building, the 
present site of the easterly end of 


the Adams building. 

In 1854 John A. Green became the 
postmaster and the office went back to 
the Jobn O. Holden building. 

Then came George Baxter in 1858 and 
the office was moved to the Town House 
being located in that part of the pres- 
ent building occupied by the Commis 
sioner of Public Works. 

In 1861 George L. Gill was appointed 
postmaster and the office was moved to 
the old Savings Bank building which 
stood on the site now occupied by the 
Savings Bank building. 

Mr. Gill was succeeded in 1866 by 
Jobn B. Bass who held office until 1880. 
Under Postmaster Bass the office was 
first located in the apothecary store of 
Jobn H. Veazie in the old Court Room 
building. From there it went to the 
building now occupied by Johnson 
Bros., on Hancock street, and then tu a 
new building on the corner of Hancock 
and Granite streets which was one of 
the buildings moved back to make room 
for the new block where the office is 
now located. 

In 1886 Mr. Bass was succeeded by 
Samuel H. Spear who moved tho office 
to the building adjoining the Patriot 
office, now occupied by McConnell’s 


fruit store, 
Mr. Spear was succeeded by Warren 


W. Adams in 1890, and it was during 
his administration that the office was 
moved to the store in the Adams 
building. Mr. Adams was succeeded 
in 1894 by James F. Burke who re- 
tained the office in the Adams building. 

Mr. Burke was succeeded by Charles 
L. Hammond, the present postmaster, 
in 1898, who also retained the office 
in the Adams building up to the 
present change to Granite street. 

Some time in the dim future the 
office will make one more move probably 
the last for many years, to a 
government building on Washington 
street, should one ever be erected. 

Since the establishment of the post 
office in Quincy, offices have been es- 
tablished at West Quincy, Wollaston, 
Atlantic, Quincy Point and South 
Quincy. All of these offices have since 
been discontinued or made sub-oflices 
of the Quincy office. In addition to 
this, sub-stations for the sale of stamps 
have been established in several sections 
of the city and the offices at Braintree 
have been consolidated with the Quincy 


office. 
The postal receipts of the Quincy of- 


fice are now over $50,000 per year, or

Henry H. Faxon. 


The comments of Fibre and Fabric, 
the journal of the American textile 
industries, on the life work of the 
late Henry H. Faxon, will be of in- 
terest to readers of the Patriot. 
The editorial is reprinted in full. 

There passed away ia Quincy, Mass., 
a few days ago, a man who, while not 
great in the usual sense in which that 
word is employed, was nevertheless able 
to so impress himself upon the time in 
which te lived that his work will oot 
soon perish, if indeed it ever does. 

We refer to Henry Hardwick Faxon— 
chiefly and most widely kpown for his 
advocacy of the temperance cause. 

It is noteworthy that while he lay for 
the last time upon his bed asa living 
man, there issued from the printing 
presses of an important and highly con- 
servative newspaper in the city of New 
York — the Journal of Commerce — an 
article beginning with these words: 

‘* Massachusetts has had an education- 
al qualification for the suffrage for 
more than halfacentury, and in the 
average intelligence and education of 
her people she doubtless holds the fore- 
most place in the Union. Many reform 
agitations destined to prevail have had 
their beginning there.’’ 

It is nothing new, of course, for 
Massachusetts to be eulogized because 
of her forward movement toward human 
betterment, but it is significant that a 
tribute such as that just quoted should 
appear at this time, since it gives evi- 
dence that this state is not resting upon 
its past record but is recognizad as be- 
ing a present and active force for public 
good at the day and hour in which we 
bow are. 

Mr. Faxon was assuredly one of those 
reformers who bave helped to maintain 
this lofty standing of Massachusetts io 
the world’s eyes. No better example 
could be given of prolonged and un- 
wavering devotion to the furtherance of 
a high purpose than his career as an 
advocate of temperance affords. 

The revered head master of a great 
English school once said to bis pupils, 
** Boys, don’t fight; but if you do fight, 
fight as long as you can stand and 


see,”” 
It was with Mr. Faxon as it is with 


all of us, and ever must be. While 
the fight physical may be avoided, 
the fight spiritual is all about us 
from the moment of our birth. There 
is the conflict with personal frailties 
and there is the larger arena of conflict 
against important social wrongs. 

Mr. Faxon was not content to mini- 
mize the conditions in which he found 
himself. He could not satisfy himself 
by remainiog upon the outer edge of 
the battlefield. He felt himself impelled 
towards the vortex, where the strife 
was fiercest; and he fought as long 
as he could stand and see. 

But he fought with good temper and 
without personal malice. His blows 
were not dealt at individuals as such, 
but at that which he felt them to 
represent; and iu this he was unfalter- 
ing to the last. 

At lengtb, as it must always be, there 
came a day when the change that must 
come upon every face came upon his 
face, and he lay still; but he had lived 
long, bis record was made up, and his 
acts and his words are fully known—for 
he did nothing in hiding or behind one’s 


back. 
It was said of T'rofessor Agassiz 
that if one were tv show him bnt 


a single scale ba couli coustruct from 
it the whole fish. Adnirable as was 
this as a tribute to the attainments of 
the great naturalist, it is not upoo 
this principal that an estimate of in- 
dividual worth may fairly be made. 
Single expressions and single acts form 
no trustworthy guide, It is as a whole 
that a man’s life work should be 
measured, 

Amid the shock of fierce contest, in 
any arena we see blows struck, we hear 
strung words spoken, we become con- 
scious of dented armor and uf mangled 
bodies. It is not surprising that one 
of the combatants should be less pre- 
cise than sitting alvof,

Mr. Faxon found Quincy under the 


sway of a public sentiment which toler- 
ated the dramshop and which suffered 
in silence the miseries which inevitably 
fullowed. By years of effort he did 
more than any other man to bring about 
that change which all residents of that 
city understand so well, and over which 
they so greatly rejoice. 

Aud it was not in his home com- 
munity alone that his power was mani- 
fest. In the state at large, aud even 
outside its borders, he made himself 
felt as dn uplifting moral force. 

It has been saygested by certsin of 
his townspeople that some trngible 
memorial to him be erected fur the 
benefit of those who shall come after 
him, and the proposition has merit. 
There is that, however, which is mre 
enduring than marble, or bronzs or 
painted canvas. It is to be found 
in a comtemplation of the added peace 
and prosperity which so largely through 
him have come to the community in 
which he lived his life and to the 
state of Massachusetts whose luyal son 
he was. Hence if his fellow towosmen 
are to seek his bast monument they 
have indeed only to look about them. 


Wollaston Unity Club. 


The regular meeting of the Wollaston 
Unity club was held in the Unitarian 
vestry, Nov. 24.

Wooddury of the Metropolitan Park 
Commission who spoke on ‘‘ The Metro- 
politan Park System.’’ 

Mr. Woodbury first gave a short 
history of the orign of the commission 
and then described the sites and high- 
ways around Boston that have been 
greatly improved by it. 

Pictures of all the locations including 
Blue Hills, Hyde Park and Middlesex 
Fells were thrown on the screen by a 
stereopticon. 

Mr. Woodbury greatly emphasized 
the necessity of the improvements 
which are being made along the Charles 
river and showed by pictures how 
changes of this kind have been made in 
Hamburg, Germany. 

M. Woodbury gave due credit to the 
late Charles Eliot the landscape architect 
who was one of the first instigators of 
the system of improvement. 

The music of the evening consisted 
of two vocal duets by Mrs. Page and 
Mrs. Collyer, and two solos by Mr. C. 
Ralph Taylor. 

In conclusion he spoke of the work 
which the cummission has done at the 
principal beaches, and took Revere for 


example. He showed a picture of 
Revere in its dilapidated condition be- 
fore the improvements, and of the 


beach today with its fine State bath 
house.

Schools Sixty Years Ago. 


Mr J. L. Riley, principal of the Elm 
street grammer schvol in Springfield, 
was a contributor to the Springfield 
Sunday Republican, Nov. 11. He was 
principal of Monatiquot school, Braintree 
four years ago, was a very popular teacher 
and made many friends, therefore we 
believe the followiog, taken in part, 
will be of interest to our readers. —Ed. 

**Can school children of today spell as 
well as the school children of half a cen- 
century ago? Is arithmetic taught as 
effectively now as it was when our 
fathers and grandfathers were boys? 

Are we neglecting the three R’s? 

These questions disturb teachers, agi- 
tate school bvard, and sometimes pro- 
duce violent controversies. The general 
opinion seems to be that in the ‘common 
branches’ the modern school is inferior 
to the school of 50 and 60 years ago. 

There is only one way of settling these 
ever-recurring questions and that is by 
giving examinations to pupils of to-day 
which were given in the schools of half 
a century ago and cvolly compariog re- 
sults. But it is almost impossible to 
find sets of old test papers suitable for 
comparison. Springfield hewever, has 
such papers, probably the most interest- 
ing setin the state. Mr. Parish, the 
second principal of Springfield high 
school, gave examinations to his pupils 
in penmacship, spelling, arithmetic, 
and geography in the fall of 1846, and 
the pipers, the actual work of our 
worthy grandparents, are to-day ina 
bound volume in the office of the super- 
intendent of schools on Vernon street. 

Two of these tests, spelling 
arithmetic were given to about 
ninth-grade pupils of our local schools 
last March, and the result were carefully 
compared. The test should in fairness 
have been given to the sophomore or at 
least to the freshman class of the high 
school. The questions in arithmetic 
were reprinted exactly as they appeared 
io the original papers, and both tests 
were given under direction of one princi- 
pal. The pipers were sent to the direct- 
ing principal and he examined and 
marked according to unifurm staudard, 
the papers of the old and new tests. 
Following are the results:—

Spelling, percent correct 40.5 
Arithmetic, per cent correct 29.4 

The grammar school pupils of today 
not enly did much better work 
arithmetic, but averaged 
spelling.

Were their comparative tests fair? 
Were not the schools conducted in such 
a manner in 1846 as to make a ‘fair test’ 
impossible to-day? Was not the school 
year much shorter than it 
Were not the bigh school pupils much 
younger than the present ninth-grade 
children? Sould not these tests have 
been given to the pupils of the eighth 
or grades? These 
questions can only be answered by giv- 
ing some facts about the schools of 1846.

Children are not only receiving much 
solider and more sensible and skilful in- 
struction in the three R’s but many of 
their homes are being elevated, their 
lives broadened and enriched, and their 
usefulness and capacity for enjoyment 
increased as never pefore, 
The old school, in its 
starved the imagination and emotions, 
and its harsh discipline suppressed and 
warped activities.

Bishop Lawrence in Quincy. 


About four hundred people attended 
the morning service at Christ church, 
Sunday, to listen to a sermon by the 
Rt. Rey. William Lawrence, Bishop 
of the Diocese of Masszachusetts, and 
to witness the administring of the 
apostolic right of contirmation. 

The Bishop entered the church during 
the singing of the Te Deum, and was 
conducted to the chancel by the rector. 

At the conclusion of the morning 
prayer service, during the singing of 
the hymn, ** Draw Holy Ghost, thy seven 
fold will between us and the fires of 
youth,”’ thirty candidates came forward 
to the chancel and, in the presence of 
the Bishop assumed the confirmation 
vows; aud then as all knelt at the 
altar rail the Bishop passed from one 
to another, bestowing the confirmation 
blessing on each. 

After an address tu the class by the 
Bishop, aud during the singing of the 
bymn, ‘*‘ My Faith Looks Up to Thee,”’ 
the new members returned to their 
seats. 

The subject of the Bisbop’s sermon 
was ‘‘Preparation fur Heroism.’’ His 
text was taken from Daniel 6:10, 
which reads, ‘‘Now when Daniel knew 
that the writing was signed, he went 
into his house; and, his windows being 
open in his chamber toward Jerusalem, 
he kneeled upon his kuees three times 
a day, and prayed, and gave thanks be- 
fore his God, as he did aforetime.”’ 

Daniel, at the critial moment of his 
life, found the strength and the power 
to be a hero by following the well es- 
tablished habits of his life. In illustra- 


tion, the Bishop drew a vivid picture 
of the development of the life of 
General Shaw, showing how faithful

Household Receipts. 


Oyster Cocktails. Of course every 
one knows nowadays how to make 
oyster cocktails, but for purposes of 
comparison it is sometimes desirable to 
have numerous recipes, For this 
particular one, then, put into a glass 
the juice of a lemon, plenty of salt, a 
few drops of tabasco and a little 
Worcestershire. Some go so far in 
preparing this dressing as to introduce 
adrop ortwo of onion juice. After 
the dressing is carefully blended, put 
in the oysters, pretty well drained from 
their own liquor; allow them to stand 
immersed in the dressing for at least 
fifteen minutes before serving. 


Celery With Cream Sauce. Three 
heads of celery, one pint of milk, 
butter the size of an egg, flour to 
thicken and salt to season. Wash and 
scrape the celery, cut into pieces one 
iach long, and simmer in salted water 
for balf an hour. Make a cream sauce 
of the milk thickened with flour, with 
butter and salt for seasoning. Add the 
celery, from which the water has been 
drained, and serve in a heated dish. 


Sweet-Potato Pie. Allow one large 
potato to each pie. Boil until done, 
remove the skin, mash thoroughly, add 
a piece of butter the size of a walnut, 
and enough milk to make the mass run 
through a colander withont much 
difficulty. When cold add the yolks of 
two eggs well beaten, one and one-balf 
cups of white sugar, alittle cipnamon 
and nutmeg, the beaten whites of the 
eggs, and brandy to suit the taste. 
Line pie-plates with rich paste, and 
bake about half an hour. 


Potato Fritters. After mashing pota- 
toes through a colander, add three 
eggs, beaten, a desertspoonful of flour, 
the same of butter, salt and a pinot of 
milk, Beat well and drop from a large 
spoon into boiling fat. The fritters 
should be well immersed, and taken out 
as soon as they rise to the surface of 
the kettle.

Had Naval Constructor R. M. Watt 
purchased his dinners ian Quincy when 
be visited this city, be might not only 
have had a dinver at the expense of the 
government, but a good dinner at the 
same time, but a Washington dispatch 
to the Herald says: 

Naval Constructor R. M. Watt mast 
pay for 12 dinners purchased in Boston, 
ata cost of $12. He has fought pay- 
ment all the way up to Comptroller of 
the Treasury Tracewell, who today sus- 
tained the original ruling. 

Between July 5 and Sept. 26, 1904, 
Constructor Watt made 13 trips on busi- 
ness from Boston to Quincy. He put in 
a bill for $28.75, and the auditor for the 
war department turned down all but 
$16.75, on the ground that he was not 
entitled to receive meals in Boston, his 
station at that time. 


Boys’ Department. 


Now that the football season is al- 
most over, the Boys’ department of the 
Quincy Y. M. C. A. is in a very 
flourishing condition, as the Boys’ 
cabinet meeting November 24 proved. 

**That which is good enough for the 
United States is good enough for the 
Quincey boys’ department’’ is the 
policy. Hence, the department has a 
** Boys’ Cabinet,’’ formed after the plan 
of President Roosevelt's cabinet. It 
consists of twelve boys, who advise 
with Mr. Noon, the boys’ work direc- 
tor, regarding every important detail of 
the work. Each of these boys is chair- 
man of a committee which has charge 
of one branch of the work. 

Friday evening the cabinet met at 
Supper at 6.30, after which 
reports from all committees were given. 
The reports told of a total membership 
of 113, (three times as many as there 
were three mouths ago) ; three ontings 
with a total attendance of 96, the 
last being a trip to Boston, when 45 
boys went." There are two Bible clubs 
with ao enrollment of 35 and a weekly 
attendance of 28. There are ten boys’ 
gymnasium classes weekly, with 
average attendance of about 24. 

By a ‘systematic giving’’ arrange- 
ment toward Y. M. C. A. work in oth 
er places, about 50 cents a week is be- 
ing given. 

There have been several socials and 
entertainments with a total attendance 
of 450. 

A new boys’ pool table just installed 
has been used much, 400 games having 
been played in five days. 

Twenty boys are in the Glee club and 
a boys’ orchestra is being formed. 

A book club is to be formed soon. 

Several boys have sigued the pledge 
to keep from smoking, none beivg al- 
lowed to sign unless they meant busi- 
ness, 

By the above figures it will be seen 
that real work for the uplifting of Quin- 
cy boys is being done. Much good in- 
fluence is being spread abroad of which 
figures cannot tell. Every Quincy boy, 
regardless of creed or church, is invited 
to join. Allare equal while at the Y. 
M. C. A. The best Christmas present 
possible for a boy is a year’s member- 
ship in this organization which is doing 
so much for the boys of our city.

Novel Tests. 


There occurs in every street 


railway 
system critical points where the bonding 
of rail joints play an important part, 
and these minor economics are receiving 
greater attention every day to avoid the 
return current from diverting through a 
roundabout path to the power station 
with a great amount of loss. 

The Old Colooy street railway has 
adopted a rather novel arrangement for 
detecting such defective places on its 
system. A neat box car of the usual 
size has been for some days over the local 
The interior is complete in 
every respect. Io the centre isa testing 
apparatus which is very complicated by 
many recording instruments; the most 
interesting feature the recording 
chart. 

It consists of a rcll of specially pre- 
pared paper about ten inches wide and 
moves by means of a belt from the car 
axle, one inch while the car moves one 
hundred feet of track, mvking a perfect 
scale. The mechanical registration be- 
ing indicated by perforated holes made 
by the electricity jumping from one side 
of the paper to the other, the con- 
ditions of the system being shown by 
the variation of the holes froma given 
point on the chart. On the opposite 
side of this apparatus sitsa lady op- 
erator ata small! table, who by means 
of telegraphic keys the 
same chart a reference number at every 
defective point, also whether it is near 
a certain pole, turnout, or cross street. 

All this can be done“in a reliable way 
ata speed of eight miles per hour, and 
withont any interference with the_Tegu- 
lar passenger travel. This car has in- 
spected practically all the western street 
railways, and having now finisbed the 
400 miles of track of the Old Colony 
street railways, it will make an exami- 
nation of the Bo-tou & Northern system. 

The car and equipment is owned by 
Mr. A. B. 
Mr. C. G. Boyden, an expert in this 
prvfession, accompanied by his wife, 
who acts as bis chief assistant.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 2, 1905. 
The President and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
several of their children spent Thanks- 


giving day at Mrs. Roosevelt's new 
country home, *‘Plain Dealing,” about 
one hundred and thirty miles from 


Washington. They left the Capital 
Thursday morning, giving the slip to 
all the reporters who had predicted that 
the President would spend a quiet day 
at the White House,-and the first that 
was known of their departure was when 
Secretary Loeb, the official spokesman 
of the Government announced that the 
family had tled.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 9, 1905. 

The first week of Congress which has 
just passed has been one of considerable 
interest and shows considerable progress 
in two of the most important questions 
before Congress and the country. A 
canal appropriation of $11,000,000 
which it is expected will carry the work 
ou the big ditch to the first of March, 
has been passed by the House and will 
doubtless be passed by the Senate and 
probably become a law before the 
Christmas holidays, The bill was not 
passed without debate and furnished aa 
opportunity for brilliant criticism on 
the part of the Democratie leader, Mr. 
Williams. His strictures as well as 
those of other Democrats were directed 
mainly against the high salaried offi- 
cials appointed by the President, espec- 
ially against Mr. Bishop, whom they 
characterized asa press agent witha 
salary of $10,000 a year, and who, they 
insisted was there to dole news to the 
press as Mr. Roosevelt had recently at- 
tempted to dole ii at the White House 
and, it was emphasized, that his other 
business was to write the history of the 
Roosevelt Canal and eulogize the Presi- 
dent, as autbor and factor. 

Mr. Bishop by the way, is a gentle- 
man of capacity, broad culture anda 
first rate editorial writer. He is not 
the press agent of the canal except in 
the sepse that heis the official source 
of information pertaining to the Canal. 
Before he accepted a place with the 
Canal Commission he bad declined an 
offer of some powerful interests that 
are opposing the Canal and which have 
established bureaus of publipity in 
Washington, New York and Chicago. 
Had he accepted the offer of the oppos- 
ing interest he would now be receiving 
twelve thousand dollars a year in the 
healthful environmeat of New York in- 
stead of risking his life and braving 
discomforts in the region of Panama. 
It is understood that President Roose- 
velt heard that the rival concern was 
striving to retain Mr. Rishop and im- 
mediately engaged his services. This 
is a plain statement of Mr. Bishop's 
connection with the Panama Canal, 
He has been a high salaried man for 
many years and was actually receiving 
a higher compensation asa journalist 
when he accepted his “present office, 
than he is now getting fromit. The 
other high salaried men, two of them 
getting thirty thousand each, one sev- 
enteen thousand and two others ten 
thousand each, are all men of character, 
standing and ability, whoare leaving 
comfortable homes and lucrative places 
for life ina miasmatic and fever in- 


fected region. Their services are in- 


dispensable, the administration is 
justified in paying for the highest skill 
and ability and in the matter of sanita- 
tion where it is employing medical 
ability and reputation it would be 
criminal to risk the lives of the 
thousands who must go there and to 
imperil the progress or the completion 
of the great enterprise by a false 
economy ur by too great a sensitiveness 
to captious or shallow criticism. It is 
time that military and naval officers of 
the same rank and performing analogous 
duties are receiving much smaller 
salaries, but they are holding life posi- 
tions in the homes of their choice, 
surrounded witb all the material sources 
of comfort, refinement and happiness. 
The man who faces hardships and 
risks his life should and must be paid 
for it. 

It is beginning to be realized by 
Congress, politicians and the public in 
and out of Washington that the Presi- 
dent bas in his cabinet composed of a 
Cortelyou, a Bonaparte, a Root and 
others-sterner and less penetrable stuff 
than Cabinets are sometimes composed 
of. 1 have mentioned three names but I 
might include every member of the 
Cabinet. There is not a weakling or a 
drone among them. Mr. Cortelyou, the 
Postmaster General is quietly revolu- 
tionizing the post office department and 
the changes and improvements that he 
is making will be of incalculable valae 
to the country. Congress should supple- 
ment this work by Postal laws which 
would make our postal establishment 
like some of those of Europe, self sup- 
porting. The United States notwith- 
standing it bas more post offices, a 
larger reading public and the material 
for the best postal establishment of any 
country in the world has also the 
largest postal deficit. The internation- 
al postal bureau of 1903 publishes that 
the United States in that year had a 
deficit of over four millions, The 
deficit now is much greater, but in the 
same year Great Britains profit was 
twenty-two millions of dollars; Russia, 
fourteen millions; Germany, fourteen; 
France, fvurteen; Spain, three mil- 
lions, ull of course because those coun- 
tries have an up-to-date parcels post 
and do not permit express companies to 
interfere with the legitimate business 
of the post office department. Apropos 
of postal or post office news no order of 
the administration has created greater 
surprise or greater disappointment or 
satisfaction, as the case may be accord- 
ing to the persons affected, than Mr. 
Cortelyou’s order that Presidential post- 
masters shall continue in office beyond 
the four years term if their services 
have proven satisfactory. This order 
places thousands of postmasters all over 
the country, on the same standing of 
efficient salaried men in the Civil 
Service at Washington or elsewhere. 
No order could have been more grateful 
to the thousands of postmasters who 
are ip, or more disappointing to the 
greater number of candidates, probably 
not less than three for every postofiice 
in the United States, who are out. 

Many members of Congress are op- 
posed to the policy of Mr. Cortelyou 
because it robs them of the best part of 
the Federal patronage that remains to 
them. But it is probable that & 
majority in the House and the Senate 
secretly approve the rules for the 
reason that it will save them trouble 
and annoyance at home, ‘‘Patronage’’ 
says Carlyle, ‘‘is twiced cursed. It 
curses him that gives and bim that 
receives’? and it isa common saying 
among politicians here that for every 
place secured to a constituent -thég 
make for themselves twenty enemies 
and one ingrate. Adams.

The Proposition an Outrage. 


Dy. William Everett of Quincy was 
one of the most vigorous speakers on 
Saturday at the indignation meeting 
held in Faneuil hall to protest against 
the suggestion of Secretary Bonaparte 
of the Navy that the historic ‘‘Old Iron- 
sides’? be sunk with American guns. 
He is reported by the Herald as fol- 
lows : 

It is notfor me to make a speech on 
this occasion. The moment that recom- 
mendation of the secretary appeared in 
public, Boston spoke, Massachusetts 
spoke, New England spoke, the whole 
nation spoke, If Secretary Bonaparte 
is in doubt cs to what the Constitution 
did he can read what has been written 
onthe subject by Mr. Lodge and also 
Mr. Roosevelt. I don’t care how the 
practical question stands, or the ex- 
pense question stands, or the senti- 
mental question stands, I don’t propose 
to analyze my feelings on this “subject. 
[simply know that the proposition is 
an outrage. (Applause.) 

We are to build two fine new battle- 
ships every year, costing 2000 times 
more than it will cost to keep the Con- 
stitution in repair yet with peace they 
will be superseded in 10 or 12 years. 
Now,the old Constitution as she is,is a 
better argument for the naval spirit of 
the United States than all the ironclads 
you can build. (Applause). What was 
it that first taugbt the nations that the 
United States could fight at sea? It 
was Paul Jones in the Bonhomme 
Richard. (Applause). What was it 
that taught the nations that we were a 
naval power? It was the Constitution 
when it conquered the Guerriere, and 
captured the Java, the Siam and the 


Levant. 
It isnot the millions we spend on 


these towering galleons called warships 
through which the United States will 
have the sea for ‘their playground, but 
it is the memory of the days in which 
we established the fact that the sea 
was ours to“range in{where we pleased. 
(Renewed applause.) The Constitution 
would give a nobler warning to foreign 
nations that}the United States coul 

not be insulted with impunity than if 
we had an ironclad for every state and 
territory in the Union. (Loud ap- 


plause. ) 3 
Dr. Everett here proceeded to ridicule 


the various arguments relied on by 
Secretary Bonaparte, and made much 
merriment over the notion that because 
the Constitution has been often repaired 
she is no longer the same old Con- 
stitution. “Did not our bodies change 
completely, not in seven years, but in 
as many months, and how about bring- 
ing the body of Paul Jones home, 
when it couldn’t by any possibility 
have been the same Paul Jones of the 
Bonhomme Richard ? 

‘*How, too, about the body of the 
great Napoleon brought to France from 
St. Helena and solemoly entombed ? 
Would Secretary Bonaparte, on the 
ground that it couldn't be the same 
body, approve of a proposal to have 
the imperial coffin brought out and 
riddled with shot ?”’ 

In closing, the speaker said: ‘‘If the 
Constitution isnot worth much to the 
United States as the secretary tells us, 
then we, the city of Boston and the 
commonwealth of Massachusetts, will 
pay the price for her and have her 
towed to the Marine Park, thus doing 
what is necessary to keep her in repair 
for our children and grandchildren. 
Massachusetts built her and sent her 
outona triumphant voyage; and Mas- 
sachusetts will welcome her back. 

If the United States, as represented 
by the administration, is tired of her, 
we will take her at the price the nation 
puts upop her. (Applause.) Send her 
back to the people who gave her birtb, 
who loved her, and will keep her as 
their sacred trust as long as the United 
States exists, and as long as Massachu- 
setts has the pine tree flag by the side 
of the stars and stripes. (Cheers.)

MUNICIPAL LIGHTING. 

Upon motion of Councilman Chamber- 
lin the order for a municipal lighting 
plant was taken from the table. 

Councilman Bass opposed. He con- 
sidered it a one-sided law. It was not 
a general proposition but a specific one. 
No one can manufacture gas as cheap 
as we are led to suppose. If we bought 
the gas plant we would have to rebuild 
the entire plant. 

People at Atlantic should be allowed 
to get gas from the Boston Co. The 
Electric Light plant is up to date, but 
is not located on the proper site, as it 
is not on deep water. Water comes to 
us with very little deteriation. The 
establishing of a Municipal plant means 
instalment of expensive machinery. 
He believed politics would get iuto it, 
and there would ba a tendency to let 
plant run out. The day may come when 
Metropolitan gas commissioners will 
sell us gas cheap but in the present case 
we have got to pay the first and second 
costs. We can not manufacture gas 
cheap with the present plant. 

Councilman Chamberlin thought the 
jaw a fair ove. They invested their 
money and it is not fairto take their 
franchise away unless they are re- 
imbursed. The citizens are competent 


EEE 
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to decide. They decide who shall 
represent them in the City Council 


To give the people a 


plavt. It is a question of right as it is 
their money. We want a light in front 
of every house and gas in every house. 
We want to pay men more for eight 
hours’ work than they are now getting 
for twelve hours. 

Councilman Piper — Our private 
opinion should be laid one side, and it 
was for us to take the first step that the 
people might decide for themselves. 

Councilman Chase favored the 
adoption of the order. He considered 
Quincy in a very fortunate position to 
embrace this proposition as they have 
only got one company to approach. It 
could acquire the present gas plant at 
a minimum price and we would then be 
in a position to establish a thoroughly 
up to date plant. It was his plain duty 
to give the people a chance to say what 
they wanted. 

Councilman Adams opposed. It was 
a broad and deep question. We havea 
poor gas plant, and the price is ex- 
cessive. He desired to go on record as 
against the city taking it. With the 
electric plant it was different. They 
bave an up-to-date plant. If taken we 
should loose $5,000 in taxes besides the 
amount lost by depreciation and interest. 
This would make the taxpayers pay 
more for their light than now. This 
order is not fora referendum vote. We 
do not submit it to the people by this 


vote. 
Councilman Burgess hoped the mem- 


bers would not be influenced by all these 
questions of law but would vote as 
their consciences dictated. 

Coune:lman McLane hoped the order 
would pass. 

Councilman Chamberlin said that the 
order was drawo after that in other cit- 
ies. 

Councilman Bass asked fora ruling 
of the President if Councilman Cham- 
berlin who had moved out of town had 
aright to vote.

Quincy Boy on U. S. S. Wasp. 


U.S. S. Wasp. 
U.S. Naval Trainin Station, 
Newport, R. I, Dec. 13, 1905. 
Editor of the Quiocy Patriot: 

A statement concerning the trip of 
the Wasp the past few days will prob- 
ably be of interest. Being on board at 
the time, I was a participant in that 
terrible fight for life that lasted from 
12 midnight Saturday, Dec. 9, uatil we 
reached port. 

My parents live in Quincy and I am 
also a resident and have hved there 
for a period of over twenty years. 
Being a firemen and closely associated 
with the engineer’s force aboard the 
Wasp at the time of the disaster, I am 
now in a position to give you the full 
particulars, 

On Saturday night at midnight, the 
chief boatswain’s mate passed the 
word for all hands to muster in the 
fire-room and start to bail for our lives, 
as the ship was slowly sinking. 

The weather was very rough, the 
ship plunging and rolling very heavily, 
taking seas over the bow and also the 
sides and returning to her correct posi- 
tion with much difliculty. The hatch 
that covers the engine-room, not being 
strong enough to withstand the rough 
seus, was immediately opened to the 
furies of the storm, and every time the 
ship rolled from side to side, an 
average over a hundred gallons 
plunged down into the engine-room 
over the cylinder heads, into the bilges, 
flooding the dynamo and sending up 
clouds of steam into the faces of the 
men who were bailing for their lives. 
As water is a conductor of electricity, 
the dynamo immediately charged the 
water, and several bad shocks were re- 
ceived and continued until the dynamo 


of 


was shut down, leaving the engine- 
room in darkness, which necessitated 


using lauterns. 

In the fire-room, the water plunged 
down in torrents going under the ash 
pans of the six Scotch marine boilers 
and bringing live coals weighing from 
two to five pounds each out into the 
fire-room, which made the 
hot to stand in, and scalding many of 
the men badly. Fires were put out and 
three unsuccessful efforts were made to 
start them. Anyone acquainted with 
the Scotch Marine boiler will at once 
recognize the difficulty in trying to get 
steam into the pipes running into the 
main engine.

Early Sunday morning the water 
gained too fast forthe men to work 


against, and the order was sent down 
to stand by to abandon ship. It was 
found thatit would be impossible to 
do so as the seas were running moun- 
tain high and would immediately 
swamp the small boats. That ven- 
ture was given up for the time being 
and the men returned to their stations 
as before and a successful effort was 
made in starting the pumps. The 
headway of water was checked for 
the time being but the men had to 
stay by their posts night and day 
with no sleep and very little to eat. 
Sails were bended onto the rigging 
on Monday morning which checked our 
drifting considerable although not al- 
together. A rocket was sent up which 
was answered from a distance of about 
twenty miles and it was made out to be 
another distress signal the same as the 
one sent up from our vessel. Rockets 
were continually sent up during the 
night at a period of one each half 
hour. No answer was received ex- 
cepting from the one as stated. 
By dead reckoning it was found that 
the vessel was out of the line of both 
lines of navigation, both Enropean aud 
the minor lines running from Boston, 
Philadelphia, and Providence and New 
York. The chances were slight of 
ever seeing Newport or land again and 
it was awful tosee the agony of the 
distressed sailors on their knees pray- 


ing, singing hymns, popular coon 
songs, cursing and swearing, and 


altogether in a delirous state of mind. 

Monday the weather cleared consid- 
erably, and fires were started and we 
proceeded to make an effort to reach 
Newport. The water again began to 
fill both the fire-room and the engine- 
room, and the fight for life was renewed 
with more fervor than before. 

Tuesday morning dawned bright and 
with an easy sea running, and 
steam was again formed in the boilers. 
Brenton Reef light-ship was sighted 
early in the afternoon. Many were the 
prayers that were offered, and many 
were the thankful hearts when we again 
reached land. 

A board of inquiry is to be held on 
board the vessel in a few days to find 
out the cause of the leakages as they 
area mystery. During the fizht for 
our lives Hospital Steward George 
White fell from the top of the cylinder 
heads in the engine room and broke 
one of his ribs. He refused to leave 
his post after several requsts and 
commands. 

The Wasp has sprung a new leak 
and is liable to sink at any moment 
while lying alongside the dock at the 
U.S. Naval Training station.

Letter from the Capital. 


Washington, Dec. 16, 1905. 

This week the announcement of the 
engagement of Miss Alice Roosevelt, 
eldest daughter of the President, and 
Representative Longworth of Cincin- 
nati, Obio, has over shadowed other 
matters of interest and has been the 
talk of the capital. The man in the 
case is thirty-six years old, a graduate 
of Harvard University, a lawyer, 
wealthy and is serving his second term 
in Congress. He and Miss Roosevelt 
accompanied the Taft party to the Phil- 
ippines and inasmuch as she earnestly 
denied the engagement as soon as she 
landed in this country, it must be pre- 
sumed that it is of very recent occur- 
rence, although the courtship, if ap- 
pearance means anything, has been of 
fully two years’ duration. Miss Roose- 
velt is twenty-two years old and is the 
daughter of the President by his first 
marriage, Her mother died when she 
was a few months old, and she has been 
reared by her aunt, Mrs. Cowles, who is 
a sister of the President.

Washington, Dec. 23, 1905. 

Daring the two weeks of adjourn- 
ment for the Christmas holidays there 
will be so legislation, but it may be 
interesting to consider some of the im- 
portant measures that have been pre- 
sented and which, whether they will or 
not, ought to pass and become laws. 
The brilliant Mr. Williams of Mississip- 
pi, leader of the minority, bas present- 
ed a measure entitled **A bill to reduce 
taxation on American citizens who use 
nides, leather, boots, shoes, saddles and 
harness.’’ This bill provides that those 
articles when imported sball be duty 
free if country which they come from 
admits to its ports products and manu- 
facturers of the United States at its 
minimum rate. Mr, Williams urges 
that this is in the line with the general 
notion of freer and reciprocal trade re- 
lations. He also introduced a bill to 
reduce the tariff tax on hides to5 per 
cent. ad valorem leather to 7 
also to reduce 
tariff on otber articles comprising leath- 
er, shoes, harness and gloves made out 
of skins or leather. Both of these bills 
are deemed by the Democrats a response

Steamed Halibut. Take a three- 
pound piece of white halibut, cover it 
with a cloth and place in a steamer. 
Set the steamer on a dish of fast boil- 
ing water, steam for two hours, remove 
toa hot platter, garnish with parsley, 
and serve with egg sauce. 


Beef a la Mode. Take four pounds 
of bottom round, and rub well- with 
powdered spices and salt. Lay skewers 
on the bottom of the stewpapn, and 
spread over them thin slices of bacon; 
place the beef on the bacon, and lay 
over ita few more slices; add a little 
vinegar; cover closely and stew for two 
hours. Add to the gravy a seasoning of 
cloves, pepper, bay-leaves, mushrooms, 
a little catsup, and a few button onions; 
simmer till the meat Is quite tender; 
serve the meat dry; strain the gravy 
and bvil it slowly for an hour, when it 
will jelly; glaze the meat with the 
jelly.
